'riic  aichitrave,  frieze,  and  cornice, 
are  in  very  jjood  proportion.  The  oriu- 
ments  ot  tlie  ceiling  are  Oiel.s  com¬ 
bined  with  fcrolls.  An  uncorjimonly 
bne  Tuikcy  carpet  covers  the  floor 
quite  to  the  walli. 

J  he  <outh-ealt  door  opcni  into  a 
fmall  Cominittec-rootn,  where  an  ex¬ 
cellent  t>ortrait  of  General  Lawrence, 
in  hit  military  dreii,  hangs  over  a  beau¬ 
tiful  marble  chimney-piece. 

The  great  north  door  opens  to  the 
old  fale  room.  The  weft  end  is  circu¬ 
lar}  and  over  the  chair  a  Iky-iight. 
The  wall  contains  three  niches,  and 
»s  many  in'^rblc  ftatties,  in  Rom.in 
habits,  ol  Lord  Clive,  Sir  George 
Fococke,  and  Major*(»cncMl  Stringer 
Lawrence.  'I  hole  figurrv  all  hear  the 
dale  of  I?^4.  Further,  o».  the  fnle  wall, 
is  an  excellent  ftatue  ot  Sir  Kyre  Oxite, 
jytf.  lie  is  rcprclented  in  iiis  regi¬ 
mentals. 

A  very  conriderahle  number  of  ftepi 
ifccnd  eaftwaid,  lor  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  the  bidders.  On  the  platform 
■t  the  tup  is  a  Doric  colonadc }  the 
inteicolumniations  are  guarded  by  ha- 
luftrades.  J  his  room  receives  addi¬ 
tional  light  from  fevcial  windows  on 
the  north  fide. 

The  room  lor  the  Committee  of  Cor- 
refpondence  is  large,  with  a  hand fome 
inlaid  marble  chimney.pjcce  on  the 
ssrell  fide.  On  thceali,  ihiee  windows^ 
with  circular  tops.  Between  them, 
magnilicent  mirrors.  At  the  north 
end  is  a  handlome  dial,  communicating 
with  a  vane  on  the  roof,  to  (hew  from 
what  quarter  the  wind  blows }  together 
with  a  dock  on  very  curious  biackcts. 
Two  fine  globes  ftand  on  this  lidc  of 
the  loom. 

On  the  right  hand  of  the  chimney  is 
a  gvx>d  porUait  of  Marquis  Cornwallis, 


in  a  Gcncrars  uniform}  **  bfqurathcd 
to  the  Kill  India  Company  by 
Lirkin,  Elq.  who  Icrvcd  the  orlice  of 
Accomptant-Gcncral  during  the  ailmi- 
niftiati  m  of  the  mod  noble  Nh.jquii 
Cornwallis,  Governor-General.”  \ 
t'i<^durc  ol  the  fame  lizc,  ? <‘pi e'enrirf^ 
Waricn  lialtings,  Llq.  brque.itlicd  by 
the  fame  Gentleman,  liai.gs  on  the  leu 
fide  ol  the  chimney. 

On  the  fouth  wall  a  poiliait  of  the 
Nabob  of  Arcot,  wnith,  with  rhe  pic¬ 
ture  of  another  Nabob  .it  the  north  end, 
make  a  picahng  contraft  in  the  lich 
coftiime  of  the  E.ift  to  the  plain  diefs 
of  Mr.  liaftings. 

The  lollowing  pi^fures  were  painted 
by  Ml  Waid}  and  form  a  (cries  of 
interefting  Ipcciment  of  Indian  archi- 
terture,  which  poflcfics  an  air  of  gr.ind 
fimplicity  not  unworthy  the  ftudy  of 
l4)mc  ol  our  modern  buildeis.

A  new  fair- room  has  been  cre6fcd 
at  the  eaft  end  of  the  building,  which 
is  lighted  from  the  cicling.  It  is  rather 
a  hc.ivy  room,  with  pilaiters,  and  paint¬ 
ings  emblematic  of  the  Company’s 
commerce. 

In  tlic  upper  ftory  of  the  buildirg 
is  a  m.agnificcnt  room  fitted  up  as  .\ 
libiary,  and  containing  a  very  rich 
collection  of  books.  I’his  department 
is  committed  to  the  care  of  Charles 
Wilkins, Fd'q. a  Gentleman  well  known 
for  his  ufciul  rcfcaichcs  in  Oriental 
Literature.

LOSG-LANC,  WEST-SMITHFIELD. 

This  article  may,  in  more  points  of 
view  than  one,  he  dceincd  rctro- 
fpe^ive  i  becaule,  in  ilie  firll  inftmee, 
it  refers  the  reader  back  to  a  |»l.tie  in 
the  thirtieth  volume  of  this  Magazine, 
page  400,  containing,  as  a  parallel  he* 
twixt  ancient  and  modern  architecture, 
the  elegant  inanfion  of  tl:c  Duke  ol 
Manchelter,  the  rtfulence  of  the  (then) 
bpanilh  Arnbairidor,  in  Mincheftcr- 
fquare,  contralted  with,  and  lure  tliere 
cannot  be  a  ltron»Ttr,  fome  ohi  huules 
in  Long-lane,  Wcit  Smithrtcld,  which, 
though  probably  never  occupied  cither 
by  Dukes  or  Anibair.idors,  wcie  cer¬ 
tainly,  in  former  ages,  tenanted  by 
perfons  of  confiderable  opulence. 

As  thefe  houfes,  mean  as  tlicjr  now 
appear,  and  ruinous  as  fome  oi  them 
evidently  are,  form  the  objed  of  my 
prefent  invcltigation,  it  may,  in  the 
fccond  inftance,  be  nccefTary  to  obferve, 
that  although  the  print  to  which  I  have 
alluded  contains  the  reprefentation  of 
only  three,  the  whole  range  of  build¬ 
ings,  which,  by  a  bvold  figure,  may  be 
faid  to  polTcfs  a  kind  of  uniform  dilfimi- 
larity,  neginning  at  the  OnpjHul  Jack 
of  Newbury,  and  tracing  tlic  line  on 
the  left,  from  Alderl'gaie-lfi ret  to 
within  one  door  of  Smithfield,  com¬ 
prizes  more  than  twenty.  Some  of 
thefe .hobfes,  fince  that  which  I  have 
mentioned  in  the  Hiit  number  of  this 


work,  at  the  corner  of  Clement's-lanc, 
has  been  taken  down,  ajipear  to  me  to 
be  the  nioit  rudely  and  inartiHcially 
erefted  of  any,  excepting  three  at  the 
fouth  corner  of  Holier* lane,  that,  after 
a  pretty  diligent  learch,  I  have  been 
able  to  difeover. 

Admitting  then  that  building,  for  I 
fhould  no  more  term  the  conttruwfion 
of  fuch  houfes  as  thelc  architecture, 
than  the  repair  of  them,  however  fond 
I  might  be  of  quaint  phrafes,  •*  the 
purluits  of  aichitcdural  innovation,'* 
has,  like  other  arts,  its  infmey,  meri¬ 
dian,.  and  decline  ;  conjectures  upon 
their  original  foundation  mult  carry 
the  mind  back  to  an  era  of  remote 
antiquity,  and,  tliough  I  am  almoft 
altonilhed  at  the  temrnty  of  the  idea, 
throw  it  at  lead  to  the  dillance  of  the 
reign  of  Henry  tlie  Sixth,  about  whicb 
period  encroachments  were  not  onljr 
made  upon  the  ground  of  SmithHeld, 
by  creeling  booths  for  the  reception 
of  the  goods  of  clothiers,  &r.  during 
the  time  of  Bartholomew  Fair,,  hue 
permanent  boiifes  were  built,  for 
their  convenience  and  lefidcnce,  up¬ 
on  the  wade  ground,  which,  fay  the 
hidorians,  was  cither  a  rnarrti,  or  occu¬ 
pied  by  laydalls,  &:c.  j  which  certainly* 
gave  rife  to  the  name,  as  well  as  to 
many  of  the  buildings  in  Cloath-fair, 
and  probably  to  thole  in  Long-lane, 
which  were  withriut  the  north  wall  of 
the  priory  of  St.  Baiiholomcw  •  j  and 


•  To  this  Priory  the  King  (Henry  TI.)  granted  the  privilege  of  a  fair,  to  be 
bolden  yearly,  tor  three  days  at  HarthoLinew  tide  ;  at  which  tune  the  Clothiers  of 
Knglarid  ultd  to  hrcc  the  Diapers  of  London  to  Icttlc  their  acccupts,  See,  Here  cacK 
had  their  booths  or  dandingt  as  their  dealings  were  wholefaic  or  retail.  It  is  euiioui 
to  trace,  from  (light  vcltiges,  the  cxidercc  of  fingular  charaHem.  Hither  th« 
famous  Clothier  ot  England,  Jack  of  Newbury,  as  he  was  called,  whole  mrmoi/ 
Oill  lives  in  the  neighheurhood,  uled  to  lelcrt,  and  had  probably  a  houle,  certainly  a 
booth,  on  or  near  the  fpot  that  is  the  fuhjcci  of  iliis  fpccuialion.  The  term  of  the 
exiflence  of  the  fair,  which  became  an  ohjrd  of  Civic  gaiety  as  well  as  commercial 
concern,  was  from  three  days,  extended  to  three  weeks,  and,  I  think,  till  near  the 
middle  of  the  lalt  century,  was  continiKd  a  fortnight  i  it  has  been  well  depicted  by 
Ben  Jonfon  i  and  its  viands,  **  tidy  Bartholomew  Pigs,"  alluded  to  by  Shakefprafe. 
It  is  odd  enough  that  the  anniverfary  of  (his  Saint  Ihould  have  been  commemorated 
by  the  drib uCt  ion  of  pigs.  We  learn,  that  in  France,  after  a  hog  had  cauied  the 
death  of  King  Philip,  thefe  animals  were  prohibited  from  running  in  the  tlrects, 
though  there  was  in  this  edifl  an  exception  in  favour  of  tbofc  belonging  to  the  Naoa 
of  the  Abbey  St.  Antoine. 
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It  i*  upon  record,  that  even  in  the  time 
of  Henry  the  Second,  **  the  booths  that 
sverc  in  the  ciiurth-yard  being  taken 
«lo\vn,  a  number  ’of  tenements  arc 
creCfcd  in  Long-lane  (\shich  mull  have 
been  \tp<in  this  very  i\'oi)  for  luch  as 
v  ill  give  re//.'/  •#’* 

I?t  rractng  the  pro.^iLTs  of  architefl- 
urc  from  the  firli  rude  cottages  of  the 
ancient  Britor;,  wliich,  in  point  of 
conilru^lion,  kcic  very  little  (upciior 
fo  the  dens  of  the  Oran  Outang,  the 
convenience  and  faluhiity  of  which 
lu  delighted  a  late  philufopher,  or  the  , 
wigwams  of  the  American  Indians,  to 
The  magniheent  palaces  of  the  prefent 
illuminated  era,  it  verv  naturally 
ihikes  the  fpeculative  mind,  that  in 
the  progrefs  of  architc^lnial  (I  mean 
doincilic  architectural)  improvement, 
may  be  traced  the  progrcis  of  moral 
reHnement,  the  progrefs  of  the  mental 
faculties,  from  the  lowed  date  of 
favage  barbarity,  to  the  very  acme  of 
enlightened  and  elegant  civihz.ition. 

The  ancient  Britons,  as  we  learn 
from  Diodorus  Siculus,  lived  in  houfes 
made  of  rrtds  ;  and  it  is  generally 
allowed,  that  to  the  tlationsand  garri- 
fons  of  the  Roman  foldiers  the  Hilt 
regular  cities  and  towns  in  the  Ifland 
owe  their  oiigin  ;  but  although  from 
thefc,  it  is  fiid,  they  foon  after  became 
acquainted  with  a  better  Ityle  of  build¬ 
ing,  this  muit  be  underllood  only  to 
mean  with  refpeft  to  public  works, 
fuch  as  temples,  aquednds,  cadles, 
walls,  &c.  on  which  their  captives  .and 
criminals  were  employed,  without  we 
can  believe  that  they  lud,  fo  early  as 
the  time  ol  Augulliis,  commoilious 
inns,  inanfions,  and  mutations,  for  the 
accommodation  of  travellers,  changing 
of  horfes,  &c. 


If  it  be  fo  \  if  the  Romans,  in  the 
combination  of  icligious  foltninity 
with  architftSlural  elegance,  and  inili. 
tary  grandeur  with  civic  accoinmo. 
dation,  tranfplanteH  allb  into  this  coun¬ 
try  a  mode  of  condru^tinf;  hoiiTes 
wh'cli,  although  upon  a  lovNcr  icale, 
united  Ibme  imall  portion  of  mcclia- 
niial  art  with  domed ic  comfort  and 
veniencr  ;  this  method  of  build¬ 
ing  feems  alio  to  have  totally  receded 
wltli  them  when  they  left  the  Ifland  j 
for  it  does  not  appear  that  their  fuc- 
celfor:,  the  Saxons,  found  many  vef- 
tlges  of  former  magnificence,  or  in¬ 
deed  of  former  utility,  in  compari- 
fon  to  what  might  have  been  expccled 
from  16  poliflied  a  people,  and  tliof'e 
they  did  find  were  chiefly  adapted  for 
military  purpofes  f . 

However,  though  they  did  not  find 
palaces,  or  even  comfortable  houlits, 
prepared  for  their  reception,  they  were 
fo  fortunate  as  not  to  know  the  ule, 
and  conlequently  not  to  fed  the  wane 
of,  thefc  convenienties.  Accuflomed 
to  live  in  camps,  they  found,  like  their 
neighbours  the  Poles  J,  every  luxury 
tliat  nature  required  in  a  rudely-con- 
llruded  tent,  or  in  a  cottage  compoled 
of  lods  of  earth  and  hurdles  not  nearly 
fo  artificially  framed  as  the  habitatioiv* 
of  the  Beaver,  and  almoll  as  clofely 
adapted  to  their  bodies  as  the  (hell  of 
a  Snail. 

During  the  times  of  the  Saxons  and 
Danes,  it  appears,  that  the  architedurc 
which  the  former  introduced,  and 
which  has  generally*  though  in  many 
inllanccs  improperly,  been  termed  CJo- 
thic,  was  confined  entirely  to  churches, 
cafiles,and  public  buildings,  \\hilc  the 
lioufcs  that  Ihcltcred  the  lower  clafics 
of  focicty  were,  even  in  cities,  mil'e-

•f*  AgricoU  exhorted  the  Kr iters,  in  private,  fo  erefV  templet,  houfes,  and  places 
of  puhlic  relbrt.  After  thev  had  adopted  the  tafle  of  the  Remans  in  their  buildings, 
their  attire,  particulaily  the  Tej^ar,  alfo  became  radiicnahle.  A»  they  had  thus  imi¬ 
tated  the  aichiieilure  tnd  drefs,  they  proceeded,  ftep  by  Hep,  to  copy  the  rices  ol  their 
maHcit.  They  had  magnificent  palaces,  baths,  and  exqnilitc  banqnettings.  Thei'e 
things,  which  their  horefl  fimplicitv  led  them  to  bciioe  were  iht  mere  clfv61s  ot 
Latiin  civilify,  foimed  a  part  of  tluii  l»crdage. 

I  1  have  fomewhtre  read  a  pallH^c  ccinparing  the  houfes  of  the  Polandeis  (who, 
contidering  the  Ihrrt  duration  and  great  charge  of  building,  very  wifely  mealured 
rheir  dni^Hire  by  the  fire  of  the  boilies  that  were  to  inhabit  them,  and  uled  to  lav*  if 
they  Uded  iheir  lives  it  was  encugh  ;  let  their  cblldien  build  foi  themfclves) 
with  the  ma|[nificent  palaces  of  ancient  Rome,  from  which,  as  from  the  following  ob- 
KivaiiuD  of  Seneca,  t  ulefui  moral  may  be  deduced  :

dites,  fuch  as  inhabit  the  Mountains 
of  the  Moon  in  F.thiopia,  who  hew 
their  lioufes  out  of  the  rocks 

Under  the  rcis^ns  of  the  Norman 
Kings,  although  the  magnincent  piles 
Itiil  remaining  (hew  the  llourithing 
(late  of  Gc.thic  architccluie,  there 
fceins  to  hare  been  little  iinprovcmeiic 
in  the  conlh  iicHion  of  buildliigs  for 
domeltic  purpofes. 

I  tliink  it  was  (ubfequent  to  this  lei  a 
that  even  a  lecond  (lory  was  added  to 
common  iiuufes,  the  afeent  to  which 
was  by  Heps  on  the  ouillde.  Many 
dwellings  of  this  dcfcriplion,  of  (tone, 
thnugii  of  abater  date,  aie  (till  to  t)e 
feen  in  flic  northern  parts  of  this 
Idand.  In  the  metropolis,  at  the  early 
period  to  which  1  allude,  they  were 
alinolt  entirely  conlIru6Ied  of  wood  ; 
and  it  is  curious  to  obferve,  that  al¬ 
though  we  liad  immenl'e  quant irics  pf 
native  timber,  the  Normandy  chefnut, 
probably  under  the  influence  of  per- 
Tons  attached  to  the  Court,  and  upon 
the  recommendation  of  Norman  archi¬ 
tects,  came  generally  into  ull*  j  of  which 
lome  of  the  beams  and  croflets  of  the 
roof  and  other  parts  of  VV'cflminller 
Hall,  the  ancient  timber  work  in  the 
adjacent  Abbey,  and  in  other  buildings 
of  that  period,  arc  liifiicient  fpccimens. 
Many  p:eces  of  this  wool  I  obferved 
when  apait  of  the  Exchequer  Ciiamhers 
were  taken  down  in  order  to  widen  the 


communication  betwixt  the  two  Palace 
Yards,  Iceintd,  by  time  and  expolure 
to  the  air,  to  have  acquired  a) molt  tire 
hardnefs  of  iron,  while  other  pieces, 
that  had  been  placed  in  dole,  and  pro¬ 
bably  damp,  lilualiotis,  were  l>y  worms 
lo  curiouliy  and  inti  icately  perloratcd, 
tliat,  though  Ids  regular,  they  cxhibitccl 
(bmew  lui  of  the  appearance  of  a  luniey- 
comb  However,  iheic  (pecimens  of 
ancient  materials  ftrvcd  to  (hew,  that 
although  the  N»>r:nan  aichiteds  had 
doubtiefs  adopted  them  from  molivrs* 
of  intcrclt,  tlieir  itability  had  dune  cic- 
dir  to  their  choice. 

During  the  reigns  of  the  Plantage- 
nets,  the  mode  ot  conlh  Hiding  homes, 
itoi  V  projecting  over  itory,  Inch  as  we 
Ice  in  the  Plate  winch  gave  rile  to  this 
I’pcculation,  was  adopted  in  England, 
probably  the  llile  was  imported  frcni 
Paris,  v\ith  the  buildings  of  which  the 
wirs'had  made  our  ancciiors  familiar  J. 
This  geneial  mode  continued,  without 
any  very  great  improvement  made  upon 
if,  except  in  (bine  few  Inltances  by  tlie 
introduction  of  bricks,  throuidi  the 
long  (erics  ot  years  that  elapidl  ur.lil 
the  fire  of  London  j  for  although  (eve- 
ral  proclamations  of  Elizabeth,  James, 
and  Charles  tlie  Firlt,  enjoined  and 
commanded  that  the  houles  in  London 
Ihould'be  built  with  flone  and  brii.k, 
and  not  with  lath,  plaitter,  and  wood, 
and  that  the  legulariry  and  evennels  of 
the  Itrcets  (hould  be  attended  to,  yet, 
fuch  was  the  attachment  ot  the  huildei  s 
to  their  old  (tile  and  materials,  that 
Ibon  after  llicir  promulgation  they  weic 
generally  neglciicd.  So  that,  (ays 
Howell,  an  autiior  who  wrote  about 
the  year  1650,  “  iliere  is  not,  in  Lon¬ 
don,  the  elegance  of  building  as  in 
otlier  cities,  nor  are  their  Itieets  (o 
itrait  and  lightlbme,  by  icalon  tliat  the

Of  this  ancient  method  of  conllr.jfl 
ing  houfes  paumhing  out,  and  llones 
overhanging  ^ach  other,  the  long  ranj^e 
of  thofe  in  I-ong  bnc  \i  ?hc  ino  t  perjed 
Ipecimen,  if  this  term  may  be  applied 
to  imperfection,  of  any  that  I  hive 
feen  j  for  although  their  fronts  may, 
\sith  lerprCf  to  rough  ca'fing  or  cafe 
jng,  have  been  moic  than  once  altered, 
it  IS  certain  the  Ikelcton  timbers,  and 
confeqiiently  their  original  deformity, 
remains  ;  thcieforc  if  an  obicrvt  i  takes 
Ids  ffand  at  the  fi  fl  of  thefe.and  confi- 
ders  the  whole  feries,  I  think  he  may 
form  a  tolerahlc  idc^  of  a  Iticet  or  lane 
in  the  old  city.

jdeafe,  of  Ocdalus  and  Icarus,  ami  a 
modern  balloon. 

Near  this  Ipot  w.as  a  famous  w  -in;- 
ling-ground,  which,  like  the  .nra  by 
fheaiulcnts  termed  Pelvis,  h;ul  ronie- 
times  a  boundary  of  line  and  pods 
wherein  the  athletic  yout.h,  in  the  man¬ 
ner  of  the  Romans*  in  the  Ptntath!u*»t^ 
nl'cil,  in  tl.inncl  elrclfes,  or  naked  from 
the  wailf  upwards,  to  conteml  for  the 
prize,  cither  in  running,  leaping, 
wrcdling,  throwing  the  qnoil,  or 
boxing.  In  the  pugHiltical  art  there 
were  many  as  celebrated  as  Fpeus, 
who  is  ’faid  to  have  been  the  bill 
bruifer  in  his  time  ;  and  ns  he  was 
allb  famous  for  being  t!ic  contlru^tor 
of  tlic  \%c)odcn  horl'e,  and  for  making 
la*ldci5,  it  is  fair  to  funpole  that  he 
was,  like  fomt  of  thofe  heroes,  a  car¬ 
penter. 

The  exhibitions  of  this  fpot,  whicli 
I  hare  endeavoured  to  rcicuc  from  ob¬ 
livion,  were  occafionAlly  varied  by  the 
kiibernian  of  hinli»'>g,  from 

whicli  many  a  tra^fiire  and  dillocaiinn 
fas  endued.  Bv  the  riital  fpoi  t  of  ori- 
ioD^'Wci  lUc  manly  exciclTc  of  ciickct, 


3n«l  fomctlmes  by  th»  h’Mu.ane  .amnre- 
II. ent  s  of  throwing  at  cocks  and  hunt¬ 
ing  a  mad  bull,  parties  engaged  in  the 
piirluir  of  th.clb  palfiine<  Irequenily 
extemied  over  the  fields  w  hereon  Kulfel 
ami  Brunfwick  i'qrarcs,  and  other  lu- 
peih  affrmbl.iges  of  j  alaccs,  arc  now 
erupted  or  erecting. 

'J  iicie  celebrations,  which  were 
foinct lines  of  filch  importance  as  iv> 
attract  the  attention  (»f  the  Magiltrate, 
it  is  certain  alfo  attracled  a  valt  influx 
of  company  to  Po’vis  Wells,  from  the 
w  indow  s  of  w  hich,  and  a  prol'pecl  place 
at  the  top,  the  diilant  Iporls  weit  un. 
qutdionably  enjoyed  by  them  while 
they  partook  the  icfreflunents  the  hof- 
pitable  rooj  afford. ;;d. 

Wliciijin  conlequence  of  thefc  mect- 
ings,  Powls  Wclis  became  full  dif- 
rcputable,  and  then,  by  reafon  of  tlie 
forfeiture  of  tlieir  licence,  wereaban- 
iloned,  the  lioufe  was  dilapidated,  after 
having  continued  fume  time  in  a  ruin¬ 
ous  date.  By  the  rile  of  new  buildings, 
tlie  people, from  their  former 
fccncs  of  fcllivity,  were  forced  to  leek 
more  diftant  places  of  amiiiement,  ami 
numerous  public  gardens  arole.  rims 
as  they  changed  their  fituation,  fo  they 
did  their  retrefliinents.  Cakes  and  ale 
were  mctamorpholed  into  codec,  tea, 
and  hot  loaves  j  a  change  probably 
much  tor  the  better.  Tlieir  fports,too, 
uiidciwcnt  as  material  an  alteration; 
Boxing,  vvicilllng,  prifon-bafe,  ami 
tiirkcr,  were,  by  our  metropolitan 
youth,  a!>aiidoncil  for  the  evening  walk, 
and  tfie  agreeable  focicty  of  the  l.(Ulics, 
'J'iieir  mannei  s  w  ere  refined  by  female 
toiiverlatioii,  their  hearts  loftt  ned  by 
muiic,  tlieir  minds  attuned  to  laptnrc 
by  the  d.ulccf  Itiains  of  voices  Hebicw 

<u  C'hi Idian, tlieir  mor.tls - of  theic 

I  lliall  lay  nothing  ;  if  any  change  has 
lietii  effcC^cil  in  them,  I  ardently  hope 
if  is  for  the  better,  tipccially  as,  from 
\\\crnpr(n,'i'mcHts  fo  rapid Iv  proceeding, 
it  is  not  to  be  expelled  tliat  the  pupils 
of  pleafurc  will  long  h.ive  tliefe  Lyceums 
to  lefjrt  to,  but  arc  likely  to  be  again 
»uv;/.><y  out  of  their  pL'Hojofl'ical  ictrcats. 
When  upon  the  fitts  of  many  of  our 
tea-g.irdcns,  as  has  already  been  tlic 
cafe  with  Dobney's  Bowling  green  and 
otiieis,  genteel  lioufcs  or  magnificent 
pal.ices  arc  ercCleil,  or  ihtir  fhrnbhcries, 
walks,  bafons,  5:c.  aie  tiansferied  into 
the  aicas  of  funcib  fquarcs,  the  plansof 
which  are  pciiiaps  \ct  in  ftttOy  wlicre 
the  hicer  order  of  tlie  kxes  wi.l  meet 
to  form  thofe  ?giec.tblc  cfrnnexlons 
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anjco.illnons  winch  Inye,  iinqueilion- 
ahly,  fervctljin  foriiiei  times,  to  people 
the  adjacent  Foundling  HoTpital,  it  is 
inipolhble  to  lay?  It,  unpclled  by  the 
fpcar  of  Pallas,  or,  in  lefs  poetical  lan¬ 
guage,  fiirinking  from  the  rod  of  the 
liirveyor,  they  continue  to  retreat 
northward,  “  the  world  is  all  Uefove 
tliem,”  they  may  be  driven  tc»  York, 
Berwick,  to  tiie  At  cades,  or,  for  aught 
1  know,  to  the  Pole. 

If,  in  the  dilenntia  that  has  already 
occuneil,  they  had  turned  their  laces

To-d.iy  is  Sunday,  the  labourer’s  ho¬ 
liday,  who,  toiling  ail  the  week  to  gain 
a  dear. earned  livelihood,  appro^>i  rates 
this  day  to  eale  or  pleafure.  Quite 
round  the  Docks  you  meet  the  wan¬ 
dering  eye  ot  allonilliinent,  juit  arrived 
from  the  ineiiopolis  to  view  this  grand 
cuiiofity,  all  clad  in  the  habiliments 
of  Sunday.  Exclulivc  of  the  Docks, 
the  oblcrver  would  lind  fulticient  em¬ 
ployment  in  the  ludicrous  ccccntiici- 
ties  of  lalle  ;.vhicb  the  motley  group 
exhibit.  An  attempt  at  the  baut  ton  is 
oblervable  in  each.  Some  are  tiirnilhed 
with  a  fashionable  llick,  nankeen  pan¬ 
taloons,  or  a  filk  wniitcoat,  while  the 
extreme  members  have  a  very  indif¬ 
ferent,  or  perliaps  no  covering  in  the 
world,  with  a  co.it  adapted  very  well  to 
the  icafon,  admitting  the  ambient  ele¬ 
ment  in  a  du/cn  places  :  yet  wc  cannot 
always  chaiacteidc  tne  labourer  thus  ) 
but  there  aie  two  criteiia,  one  or  the 
other  generally  true  :  though  in  com¬ 
pany  every  one  willies  to  appear  tlie 
gentleman,  and  the  mechanic  apes  tlie 
motions  of  his  lord,  carriage  and  con* 
verfation  ealily  deteuninc  the  cla(s  to 
which  the  iiidiviilual  hclongs.

Some  in¬ 
deed,  more  indolent  tlian  the  rcit,  were 
gaping  over  the  lides  ‘of  the  v^lTel,  to 
dare  at  ail  pallers  by,  hoping,  perhaps, 
to  recognize  Ibmc  face  with  which  they 
were  familiar  in  their  happier  days,  and 
thus,  perhaps  unwittingly,  opening 
the  wounds  of  pahiful  recolle^ion  ^  a* 
we  uaiinot  for  one  moment  fuppole, 
that  in  the  breall  of  an  ordinary  .cul¬ 
prit  every  Ipark  of  compunction  and 
rcmorle  is  itiHed,  that  he  can  ceafe  to 
think,  or  clieck  every  operation  of  the 
internal  Monitor. 

Tlie  general  appearance  of  the  con¬ 
victs  is  very  unhealthy,  probably  ariiing 
from  the  great  number  w’liicli  are  con¬ 
fined  on  board  one  velTcl :  they  are 
kept  to  bald  labour  during  the  day  on 
Ihore,  liuilding  fmall  houles,  and  in 
various  other  employments  adapted  to 
their  leveral  lunCtions  and  capacities. 
In  the  evenin'^  they  are  put  on  board 
the  Hulks,  wutli  ctniincls  who  arc 
rclieveil  cvciy  two  hours. 

1  Ills  16  a  fpccies  of  puniihment  con- 
filtent  with  rcafoii,  and  congenial  to 
the  Ipii  lt  of  JJritini  liberty,  and,  under 
propel  regulations,  would  undoubteilly 
evince  an  iiicontctiablc  fiiperloriiy  over 
tliat  which  bears  fo  foiinidably  on  tli<t 
feelings  of  humanity.  There  arc  few 
culpriii  who  arc  perfe.!tly  incorrigible  ; 
and  it  certainly  js  a  nobler  adt  to  con¬ 
vert  a  bad  luV)je6t,  and  ni.akc  him  ule- 
ful  to  lociciy,  than  lend  him  headlong 
to  perdition.  In  all  cafes  this  maxim 
ihould  be  fiiitlifully  adhered  to — “  btr- 
vice  to  the  btate,  and  amendment  in 
the  oiFcnder."

T^frAr.Mfs  is  fiit!  tn  hwc  been  horn 
oil  the  ziJtli  of  1467  i  be 

CoinintuCc^l  Ins  ihulifS  :u  Utrfcht,  and 
purluctl  tio'iii  (till  further  ;it  Deventer. 
After  the  flcath  of  hi^  taihcr,  he  was 
placed  under  the  care  of  the  legular 
Caiionilts  c'f  Sion  in  Debt  }  fidlowing 
that,  he  entered  ilic  inonallcry  of  Stein 
near  Gouda,  wlicre  be  exercitctl  his 
penius  in  fitcratuir  and  painting  :  his 
lucccls  in  tile  firit  profttiiun  reijuires 
no  elucitlatlon,  and  of  the  lecond  (oir.e 
refpe^tabie  fpeciuiens  are  faid  to  re- 
puin. 

After  his  ftudies  were  complctcilj 
and  he  began  10  write,  be  attained, 
very  geneially,  the  appellation  of  a 
learned  and  virtuous  man  j  and  in  fuch 
a  meafure,  that  the  Kings  and  Princes 
cf  Germany,  Italy,  England,  and  other 
countries,  lent  him  munificent  gilts, 
and  other  tokens  of  their  higli  eltcem. 
There  is  the  lefs  realon  to  wonder  at 
this,  when  it  is  confulered  how  tar  icno- 
raiicc  aiui  barbarifin  bad  Inundated  nil 
Europe  ;  and  that,  in  Ills  time,  the  arts 
and  Icitnccs  once  more  began  to  rear 
their  head  :  and  as  Krafmus  was  com- 
pltrely  inalter  of  the  Greek  and  Latin 
langu.age>,  he  quickly  became  the  ge¬ 
neral  f.ixourite  of  all  who  loved  the 
ai  ts  and  fcicnces. 

Henrj'  the  Eighth  invited  Erafinus 
to  his  Court,  to  confiilt  him  on  the 
Jilf  iir  of  Luther  j  at  his  departure  from 
that  kingdom,  his  Majelty  prefented 
him  with  a  pnr(c  of  fifty  gold  angels 
(25!.)  i  at  Gravefend,  the  officers  who 
Ic.uclied  Ills  baggage  look  it  from  him, 
it  being  contrary  to  the  law  to  export 
the  cm  I  cut  coin  of  the  realm.  Eiaf’mus, 
not  well  pleafed  at  this  event,  returned 
to  the  Erglifli  Court  to  complain  of  it 
to  the  King,  who,  laughing  heartily  at 
his  diltrefs,  informed  him,  that  his  fer- 
v.ints  had  barely  performed  their  duty, 
which  had  ih»‘y  not  done  lie  would 
have  had  them  hung  !  He  detained  him 
three  days  longer  .at  hit  Court,  pre¬ 
fented  him  with  fifty  golden  angels 
more,  together  with  a  written  order  to 
flic  officers  to  return  to  him  the  former 
fifty,  and  permit  him  to  c.arry  the  whole 
with  him  ;  and  thus  provided  with  a 
double  gift,  he  returned  to  Holland. 

He  gave  many  proofs  of  being  fenfi- 
ble  wt  the  errors  of  ibe  Church  of 


Rome,  and  immorality  of  the  Clr»-gy, 
and  that  he  wiOicd  for  a  refoi  marion. 
But  all  his  aflions  prove  he  was  wcMk 
and  faint-hearted  in  the  caule,  and 
durfl  not  join  heartily  in  the  arduous 
talk  of  fulfilling  that  wifh  j  poirihly 
fearful  of  lofing  the  favour  of  the 
Gieai,aiid  difpleafing  the  world.  The 
prcflure  of  this  important  charge  lie 
let  refi  upon  tiie  (houldcrs  of  the  inde- 
fatigable  Luther,  holding  it  more  fe- 
curc  to  rtand  aloof  frorti  the  heat  of 
contention,  and  pretend  to  play  the 
art  of  a  mediator  :  by  this  means  he 
ept  up  Ins  rcpiltation  with  tlic  Catlio- 
lick  Princes,  l)nt  made  alfo  enemies  of 
tlie  \lonks,  whole  vicious  lives  he 
fatiri/cd  in  his  wiitings  and  converfa- 
tioii.  The  eonfequence  of  this  dubious 
coiulu^f  was,  that  he  frcquertly  drevtr 
upon  hinifclf  the  hatred  of  both  par¬ 
ties  j  and  received  tlie  name  of  a  niuii 
utterly  deltitute  of  religion* 

To  gain  a  good  worfl  from  the  Pa- 
pifts,  he  now  and  then  writ  :i  feir 
things  in  their  behalf  j  and  not  to  re^ 
main  in  entire  clifrepiite  with  tlic  Lu¬ 
therans,  be  fporied  occafionally  at  tlic 
expence  of  the  Romifh  Clergy.  By 
none  was  he  fo  fiercely  hated  ns  by  the 
Ifupid  Monks,  not  only  for  ridtculiug 
their  fuperltitious  ceremonies,  but  that 
he  was  too  learned  for  them. 

At  certain  moments,  where  tircum- 
ftanccs  permitted  him  to  fpcak  freely, 
he  partly  jufiificd  the  attack  made  oh 
the  Komifii  Ceremonies  by  Luthei", 
but  ever  added  liis  wifh  that  he  had 
pone  more  gently  to  work.  To  the 
Ele«^tor  of  Saxony  he  laid,  a  reforma¬ 
tion  was  highly  neccfuuy,  but  tfiat 
J.uther,  thougii  his  doetriiies  were 
good,  yet  his  piU'^ice  was  too  violent, 
and  calculated  to  produce  a  great  tra¬ 
gedy  on  the  Theatre  of  Europe. 

Luther  writ  a  book  on  the  do^Irinc 
of  Frte  Will  j  to  that  work  Erafinus 
writ  an  anfwer:  Luther  rejoined  in  a 
work,  in  which  lie  treated  Erafinus 
at  an  enemy  to  the  Chriftian  Belief, 
fporting  with  revelation,  and  millead¬ 
ing  mankind  by  ambiguous  cxpreflions. 
£rafmu>  defended  himfelf  in  a  work,  in 
which  he  handled  Luther  with  gre.at 
Icverity  and  indignation,  for  he  feared 
nothing  fo  much  as  lofing  the  fame  his 
books  had  gained.  Many  learned  men 
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have  been  of  opinion,  that  Erafinus  in  It  wa??  not  till  after  his  death  that, 
fomc  refpe^fs  aided  ilie  caufc  of  re-  fii>m  liis  letters  to  confidential  friciulf, 
formatioji,  and  in  others  did  it  hijury.  it  was  liut  dircovered  that  in  his  hcarc 
On  account  of  the  rich  gifts  which  he  was  ilte  fiieml  to  ref«)i  tnarion. 
fitany  among  the  Learned  received  for  All  his  woiks  were  piinted  at  Raflc 
writing  againd  Luther,  it  was  larcalli-  by  l'iv>bonius,  in  nine  volumes,  folio, 
cilly  obferved  by  Krainuis,  “  that  the  which  wcu*  rcpjinicd  iu  Leyden,  by  F.

ilambuig  is  cxccdlvely  expenfive  in 
every  thoig,  tVoin  the  root" that  Ihcltris 
you  t’roiu  ih'*  laln,  to  the  fart"  that 
warms  the  hand  of  the  I  ibonrtr,  or  the 
elack  bitad  that  latisi'n  :*  hii  iiunger. 
'i'he  price  of  every  aificle  ot  life  is 
«liHibUd,  atrd  «n  many  in't.iirces  tripled, 
within  tUtlc  lew  years.  C'.ipifal  houles 
fell  for  three  times  their  toriner  price, 
niiddling  lioufis  arc  it  ill  Itigher  and 
("mall  ones  I'catce  to  be  Jtad  on  any 
terms  :  a  capital  lioulc  r<“nts  from  five 
to  fix  thouland  marks  a  year,  a  very 
luoiler.ife  one  for  two  thouland,  or  two 
fiiouland  five  hundred,  I'uch  as  in  Lon¬ 
don  would  go  at  one  luiiuired  and  fifty 
pounds  in  the  firlt  inlfance,  and  fifty 
tn  the  lalt.  Oblerve,  a  mark  currency 
is  fixtcenpcitcc,  .one  laindred  and 
twenty  of  which  make  one  hundred 
marks  banco. 

Lodgings  are  dear  in  proportion  ;  a 
furnilhcd  roont  and  bed-room  Iti  a  de¬ 
cent  part  ol  the  town  (and  rooms  liere 
arc  very  mitcrabiy  furnilhcd)  let  iVom 
forty- five  to  one  handled  .and  twenty 
maiks  per  month,  with  Icarce  a  fiagle 
convenience  :  many  will  m>t  take  a 
family  intotheir  honles  on  any  .icc\>'int ; 
and  when  you  are  houftd,  nothing  will 
they  do  for  you  bui  make  the  lud, 
frrhaps  fwcep  yi>ur  room  ami  boll  the 
Kettle  for  bicakfid!  \  the  mimbcrlefs 
little  namelefs  mcelVarles  iliat  Engliih- 
men  arc  accultomeii  to,  uuut  be  abfo- 
lutely  purclufed  :  the  kitchen  conlitls 
only  of  a  mifcrable  little  chimncy-piecc*, 
where  everyone  contrives,  vvithe.arthen 
p\»rs  ami  pans,  to  hitU  for  the  oppor-. 
tunify  of  roajnrt^  docs  not  fall  to  the 
lot  of  one  in  a  thoufaml :  an  Englilh 
grate  is  an  objert  of  envy,  and.  jiiiUy 
io,  w  herever  it  is  fecn.  Here  it  may  be 
proper  to  obferve  .^Ifo,  tliat  is 

never  done  in  the  houle,  but  is  put  out 
at  a  very  extrav.-gant  rate,  ami  is  very 
ill  done. 

Firing,  whctlirr  of  tuif,  wood,  or 


coal,  is  at  lead  twice  the  cxpence  of 
what  it  is  in  England. 

The  markets  are  plentifully  rupplied, 
principally  from  Hanover  and  Holtlein ; 
and  there  is  one  or  other  of  them  every 
day  in  the  week,  Sundays  excepted  j 
nevcrthtlefs  provifions  are  exceflivcly 
dear  j  meat  of  all  kinds  coils  as  much  as 
in  England, and  is  by  noiireans  fo  good  ; 
bi  tail, butler, .iml  vegetables, much  nmie 
ib  j  game  and  poultry  aie  iminenl'ely 
dear — for  a  hare  they  aik  fix  or  levcu 
marks,  for  a  brace  of  partridges  the 
fame,  and  for  phealants  ten,  fora  couple 
of  common  fowls  from  four  to  fix — a 
goole  five  or  fix— for  a  turkey  Itven  or 
eight.  Filh  of  all  kinds,  and  lome  of  the 
belt,  is  frequently  cheap,  but  others  are 
expenfive.  Salmon,  tor  inltance,  is 
feldoin  lels  than  from  three  to  five 
marks  a  pound — wine  and  Ipirlts  aie 
cheap,  particularly  it  bought  in  quan¬ 
tities. 

In  the  m.arkets  they  ajk  prices  the 
moil  extravagant,  particularly  of  Eng- 
lilhmeu  who  do  not  fpeak  tiic  lau- 
gu.ige  ;  ami  you  arc  by  no  means  lit  to 
in  offering  lialf:  it  is  common  for 
them  to  demand  three  maiks,  and  take 
one. 

Another  thing  to  be  lamcntcii  is,  that 
there  arc  no  regulations  of  atiU 

vitaj'ures  j  of  the  butcher,  the  baker, and 
the  retail  dealer,  you  have  nothing  but 
their  bare  <worJf  wliicli  if  you  teem  to 
doubt,  they  will  very  dclibeiately  t.ike 
tlie  article  out  of  the  Icale,  ami  not 
fei  VC  you  .-it  all  :  nothing  is  lent  liome 
tor  you,  as  in  oilier  places  j  you  mult 
hire  a  porter  j  ami  belides  that,  it  is 
very  ililficiilt  to  get  one  when  wanted  } 
he  charges  his  own  price,  ami  goes  very 
much  at  liis  own  leilurei  It  wouUl  he 
the  moll  ufelcfs  thing  in  the  world  to 
attempt  putting  him  the  Icall  out  of 
his  way. 

Many  of  the  old  and  more  prudent 
Inhabitants  in  a  great  meafure  obviate 
thele  inconveniencies,  by.  rifiiig  early, 
and  going  to  the  banks  of  the  Elbe,  a 
couple  of  miles  from  the  town,  where 
alinoll  every  article  of  confumption  is 
brouglit  from  the  oppolitc  ihorts  of 
ILinovcr  and  Holtlein,  and  fold  at  let's 
tii.an  half  the  price  they  afterwards 
produce  in  tlie  markets. — The  pru¬ 
dence  of  this  me.alurc  is  not  its  only 
advantage  j  no  walk  can  be  more  de¬ 
lightful,  or  profpeCl  more  enchanting. 
Tlie  harbour  of  tlie  Elbe  exhibits  a 
rich  and  hourly  varying  profpefl  of 
velfeis  of  every  f.ze,  great  and  fmall, 
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fjulnij  up  aiui  down  tliC  rwcr,  occu¬ 
pied  ill  bringing  provilions  to  the  city, 
which  they  dilpole  of  on  (here  tor  calh  j 
and  having  fupplied  their  little  do- 
melHc  demands  in  town,  they  return 
home  towards  evening,  to  come  back 
the  following  day  with  a  finiilar  cargo. 
Thel’e  are  Icents  lo!t  to  the  iliiggard.  ; 
and  how  few'  are  there  of  the  many 
thoufands  who  crowd  our  great  cities 
that  behold  them,  and  certainly  they 
are  not  to  be  conceit!  by  thole  who 
have  not  beheld  them.  — The  views 
over  Hanover  and  Uolltcin— the  hills  ot 
the  village  of  Klankenelc,  evcry-wherc 
interlperfed  with  country-houfes  and 
little,  boxes  or  (uinmci  -houles  of  varie¬ 
gated  forms  and  different  colours,  fome 
led,  others  white,  yellow,  and  green, 
diverfified  with  gardens,  plantations, 
and  little  woods,  laid  out  in  the  ditier- 
ent  talle  of  its  numerous  proprietors, 
are  fitter  objects  for  the  pencil  than  the 
pen,  and  are  worthy  that  of  Titian. — 
How  different  is  the  feene  that  prelents 
itltlf  on  returning  !  the  nolle  aiul  bullle 
occalioned  by  the  iinmcnle  number  of 
Ihips,  and  the  conftquent  narrownel's 
of  the  palfageevcn  for  boats — ihe  num¬ 
ber  of  palfengers,  the  (hipping  of 
goods  in  all  dire»^fions,  and  linall  vef- 
!els  arriving  from  the  various  canals  of 
the  city,  for  freighting  the  outward- 
bound  (hips — the  noife  of  tlie  woik- 
nien  and  the  flilpwrights,  with  the 
confufed  jumble  of  cliffcient  languages, 
offer  an  abundant  field  for  allonifh- 
ment,  as  well  as  obfervation  and  re- 
deMion. 

The  great  advance  in  houfes,  rents, 
and  provifions,  is  attributable  to  the 
immenfe  inllux  of  Itrangcrs  of  late 
years,  in  confequence  of  the  convulfed 
date  of  Europe:  but  this  is  by  no 
means  the  only  caiife. 

With  this  importation  of  foreigners 
of  all  countries,  foreign  manners,  w  ith 
their  attendant  luxuries,  have  been  in¬ 
troduced.  The  hours  and  methods  of 
living  here  are  all  cliange  J  :  the  foher 
tradcl'man  who  uled  to  dine  at  twelve 
or  one,  now  dines  at  three  or  filin': 
the  highell  order  at  five.  Inltea  I  of 
attending  the  exchange  at  eleven  or 
twelve,  they  »ieter  it  till  three  j  and 
inltead  of  the  plain  frugal  table,  <lin- 
lurs  the  molt  expenfive,  with  a  pro- 
fufK*n  of  fruits  and  wines,  are  become 
general;  and  in  lion  of  the  foher  walk 
after  dinne*-,  *0  rik-  tea  or  entree  a 
mile  f)!'  tsvo  didant  t‘i  oni  t!m  town,  he 
;>  t  irticu  in  lus  owr.  c.irrijge,  towatds 


evening,  to  his  c  )urury.  houlc,  which 
is  kept  in  the  ttllc  of  the  firit  elegance 
and  grandeur;  inftead  of  one  or  two 
balls  or  concerts  of  a  iealbn,  thev  arc 
become  as  frequent  as  in  London  i 
and  they  vifit  lb  nuicli,  tl.ar,  among 
the  falhionables,  regular  booki  .ne  kept 
of  them,  by  which  may  hr  fevn  cmg  igc- 
inents  of  three  ami  four  inonihs’  aiui - 
cipation.  At  the  Boj/lIhJf,  vv 
Ccurtd'oufe,  then*  arecigiit  rtgular  :ub- 
fcription-balls  and  conci  ^t^  t  vc!  y  w  in¬ 
ter,  which  arc  conrnierad  fl.c  molt 
fiilhionablc  and  elegant  in  Hmiiuug. 
'i'lifir  liorics  are  excclb*nf,  thongh  liu- 
Englilh  are  Hill  pref'.rrcl;  ami  whe-n 
imported  here,  of  the  lirlt  quality, 
bring  a  great  price  :  Englilli  carriages 
of  every  defciiption  aie  numerous, 
and  foine  of  them  Iplendid. 

The  carriage  peculiar  to  the  country 
is  called  a  JIqsI  Ionic  of  whicn 

are  bniit  in  a  I’.anJlbnic  It  lie  ;  the  con. 
ifruwtion  of  tiic  body  is  long  and  rather 
narrow,  with  four  rows  vir  teats  fixed 
on  Iprings,  and  w'ill  contain  a  liozea 
people  ;  the  fr<mt  and  liind  wheels  arc 
ncaily  of  a  height;  it  is  an  open  car¬ 
riage,  and  of  cour/e  only  adapted  for 
fine  w'catlicr;  at  fuch  leafons,  it  is  a 
pleaUnt  vehicle,  ami  is  greatly  ia 
vogue.  'I'lie  inivldle  oialer  of  people 
ule  an  inferior  kind,  which,  upon 
Sundays  and  holidays,  the  roads  arc 
covered  with,  for  twenty  miles  round, 
viliting  the  diifcient  public  taverns 
and  gardens,  that  abound  w'ithin  that 
tlillance  ;  the  drivers  ai'c  no  where 
I'urpiUbd  in  dexterity  and  Ikill ;  fu  that 
we  hear  of  few  accldeiits. 

Here  it  may  not  he  ainifs  to  ohferve, 
that  their  places  of  Sunday  woi  Ihip  art: 
generally  over  at  eleven  o’clock,  ami 
that  the  remainder  of  the  day  is  devoted 
cither  to  pleifnre  or  bulinels;  (hops 
are  opened, ami  all  manner  of  diverfioiu 
puiTucd  wit!)  tlie  gi  eatelt  ardour  ;  they 
ohferve  a  great  number  of  holidays, 
and  keep  them  with  nuicli  fi*illvlty. 
Since  the  French  came  lo  much  among 
them,  the  people  have  acquired  a  talte 
for  gaiety  and  expem  e,  to  which  they 
were  before  ftraiigers. 

The  city  gates  are  fiiut  at  dllfirent 
periods,  according  to  tlic  ie  lion  ot  the 
year;  in  winter,  between  the  hoiir>  ot 
fijur  and  eiglit,  ami  m  Imnnur,  from 
liven  to  ten  ;  an  J  when  once  Ihut, 
are  never  op’  ned  till  morning,  on  any 
account.  I  he  renirn  from  oht  oi  theic 
country  excurfijiis  Is  u.n.iHv  in  time 
to  witr.cls  a  licne  altugetDcr  Ja  Imb. 
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crotis,  that  it  b?f?.r»  all  po'.vcr  of  dc* 
ieription.  The  City  Burghers  runch 
throitgh  the  llrccts,  and  iothu!  the 
ramparts,  in  diiferent  directions,  lomc- 
times  conlilting  of  two  or  th.ee  hun¬ 
dred  in  a  body,  nine  out  of  ten  of 
whom  are  poor,  old,  weak,  decrepid 
men,  witli  twords  (or  fonicthing  by 
their  tides  fiippoled  to  be  fwoni!),  and 
guns  ot  ditferrnt  fizes,  Tome  with,  and 
otheji  without  locks,  and  otten  faltened 


together  with  hits  of  ftring,  in  the 
nicanert  garh,  and  hoc  any  two  alike, 
w  ith  drums  beating  and  colours  fiying; 
the  Othcers  are  extremely  well  dielfcd, 
which  heightens  the  confialt.  No  one 
can  pofUbly  have  any  idea  of  them,  w  ho 
has  not  fecn— Hociarth’s  y lev:  0/  the 
Trained  Bundt  mar^bi  i^  to  FinchUy  Com- 
mon — or  his  Chelfta  Fenjioner  in  the  ad  of 
being  exerciftJ.

SINGULAR  RACE  OF  PEOPLE. 


Tn  Spnnifh  America  there  is  an  order 
ot  Strollers  w  ho  arc  called  Gauderiot. 
Tnrir  mode  of  life  refcmbles  tliat  of 
the  tiyplica,  except  that  they  are  not 
addicted  to  thieving.  Theft*  vjga- 
bojids  are  very  badly  cloathed,  their 
whole  drefs  confiltiiig  only  ot  a  coa*‘fc 
<hirr,  and  a  worfe  upper  garment. 
'J'hclc  articles  of  drefs,  together  with 
horfe-furniture,  ferve  them  for  bed- 
•ling,  and  a  faddle  for  a  pillow.  They 
Itroli  about  with  a  kind  of  fmall  gui¬ 
tars,  to  the  found  of  which  they  hug 
biHads  of  their  owm  compolition,  or 
fuch  as  they  have  learned  from  others. 
I.ove  is  in  general  the  fubject  of  thefe 
fongs.  Thus  they  wander  about  the 
country,  and  endeavour  to  divert  the 
pcjfants,  who,  in  return,  flicw  their 
gratitude  by  furnifhing  them  with  vic¬ 
tuals  during  their  Itay  wjth  them,  and 
even  giving  them  other  hoi  fes  when 
they  lofc  tneir  own.  This  liberality 
and  gcnerofiiy  will  appear  the  iefs  fur- 
prjfing,  when  it  is  confidered,  that  in 
tins  country  horfes  are  of  very  little 
value.  Grc.it  herds  of  them  run  about 
wild  in  the  valt  plains,  and  feem  to 
belong  to  whoever  will  take  the  trou¬ 
ble  ot  catching  them.  The  Gauderios 
generally  march  about  in  parties  con- 
hding  of  four,  and  fometimes  even  of 
wore.  With  retpeft  to  the  means  of 
procuring  food,  they  give  themfelvcs' 
il)  little  concern,  that  when  felting  out 
on  an  excurfion,  they  provide  them- 
fcKes  only  with  a  rope,  a  few' balls, 
which  arc  faitcned  to  the  ends  of  the 
roi>c,  and  a  knife.  When  attacked  by 
hunger,  they  contrive  to  get  one  of  the 
young  cows  or  bulls,  winch  run  about 
w  ill!,  entangled  ifi  their  fnares.  They 
ihrov/  the  captured  animal  down,  tie  its 
leg'  together,  and  then  cut,cv:n  bcfoic 


it  is  dead,  the  flefl),  together  with  tlie 
Ikin,  from, the  bone,  make  a  few  iacl- 
fions  in  it,  and,  thus  prepared,  put  It 
to  the  fire:  when  half-roalted  it  de¬ 
voured  without  any  addition  or  cond:- 
inent,  except  a  little  fait,  when  triy 
happen  to  carry  any  with  them.  Some 
of  them  kill  a  cow  merely  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  obtaining  the  fiefii  between  tlie 
ribs  and  the  Ikin.  O'litrs  eat  nothing 
but  the  tongue,  whicli  they  roalt  on 
the  red  hot  embers.  The  remainder 
of  tlie  carcafe  is  all  left  in  the  Held, 
and  becomes  the  piey  of  carnivorous 
birds  and  wild  hearts.  Others  again 
are  Hill  more  cafily  fatlsHed,  taking 
nothing  but  the  marrow-hone,  from 
which  they  cut  off  all  the  fitlh,  and 
then  hold  it  over  the  fire,  till  the 
marrow  becomes  foft  and  fluid.  Some¬ 
times  they  prartife  the  following  fln- 
gularniodc  of  cookery  :  Having  killed 
a  cow,  tliey  take  out  tlw  entrails,  and, 
coliefiing  all  the  tallow  and  lumps  of 
fit,  put  them  Into  the  hollow  carcafe  i 
they  then  kindle  fomc  dried  cow*. 
dung,  and  apply  it  to  the  tallow,  tliat 
it  may  take  Hie,  and  penetrate  into  the 
flcih  and  bones.  For  this  purpofe,  they 
clofc  up  the  carcafe  as  well  as  poflible, 
fo  that  the  fmokc  comes  out  at  the 
mouth,  and  another  aperture  made  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  befly.  In  this 
manner  the  cow*  often  continues  roalt- 
ing  a  whole  night,  or  a  confiderabla 
part  of  the  day.  When  it  is  done 
enough,  the  company  place  themfclves 
around,  and  eafli  cuts  for  himfelf  fhe 
piece  he  likes  belt,  and  devours  it  with¬ 
out  bread  or  Ult.  Whit  remains  is 
left  in  the  Helil,  except  any  of  tliein 
happen  tp  carry  .a  porfion  of  this 
favourite  food  to  iome  particular  friend.

of  tlie  articles  of  tlie  treaty  of  Amiens, 
forms  a  promlnf-nt  fe.iiuie  in  fav«)ur  <  f 
Great  lii  itain.  In  fact,  it  win  be  found, 
after  a  careful  and  candid  exaniinailon 
of  our  Author’s  fat  sfa(l:toiy  account  of 
Ceylon,  to  conllitute  one  portion  of 
that  national  indemnification  for  the 
iinmenfc  txpenccs  of  tiie  war,  which 
we  iiad  a  righf  to  expeff  from  the 
valour  anil  it. reefs  of  ins  Majcify'sarms 
by  lea  and  land.

The  negli¬ 
gence  of  the  Portuguefc  Government, 
and  the  peiTeverance  of  the  Dutch  in 
fending  fucceffive  reinforcements,  ter¬ 
minated,  after  fomc  bloody  battles,  the 
conteft  in  favour  of  the  brave  Hol¬ 
landers.  “  I'he  joy  of  the  Ccyloncfe 
on  being  delivered  from  the  yoke  of 
their  cruel  oppreffors,  and  their  grati¬ 
tude  to  their  deliverers,  at  tirll  knew 
no  bounds.  The  King  voluntarily  paid 
the  expcnces  of  their  armaments  in 
cinnamon,  which  was  at  that  time,  as 
it  is  at  prefent,  the  ffaple  commodity 
of  the  liland  for  exportation  to  Europe. 
He  likewife  conferred  upon  his  new 
allies  the  principal  polfeliions  from 
which  he  had,  by  their  affiftance,  ex¬ 
pelled  tiie  Portuguefe.  Among  thefc 
were  the  port  of  Trincomalce  and  the 
fortrefs  of  Columbo;  the  former  of 
thefe  is  that  harbour  which  renders 
Ceylon  the  moft  valuable  ffation  in  the 
Indian  Ocean.  Tlie  Dutch  fertlers,  in 
return,  exprelfed  their  gratitude  to  the 
Sovereign  for  all  his  favours,  and 
alfumed  no  higher  title  than  that  of 
CuarJian  of  his  Coajjs  \  but,  at  the  lame 
time,  they  put  in  practice  the  lellilh 
policy  for  which  they  have  been  always 
reproached  by  their  European  allies  ; 
they  fet  about  fortifying  the  places 
that  were  ceded  to  them,  under  the 
pretext  of  rendering  them  more  fecure 
for  the  Candiaiis  againff  any  foreign 
enemy,  bur,  in  fail,  with  the  ultimate 
view  of  becoming  the  abfolute  mailers 
of  the  belt  dillriCis  of  the  interior  of 
the  country.  They  increaled  the 
ftrength,  enlarged  the  town  of  Co¬ 
lumbo,  their  principal  poli,  and  com¬ 
pletely  fortified  it.  Their  Itation  at 
Trincomalce,  on  the  oppofite  fide  of 
the  Kland,  they  alfo  rendered  a5  fecure 
as  poiiibleagainlt  the  attempts  of  foreign 
or  domellic  enemies.  In  fine,  they  ad¬ 
vanced  their  polls  fo  far  into  the  inte¬ 
rior,  lei  zing  on  every  fpot  the  bell 
adapted  to  cultivation,  ami  increafed 
theu’  demands  on  the  Kuig  for  cinna¬ 
mon  to  filch  a  degree,  that  he  was 
^^laged  at  their  repeated  ex^toitlons^ 


and  fell  fuddcnly  upon  their  fcttle- 
ments,  where  he  committed  great  dc» 
valtations.  A  feries  of  rcncw'ed  op- 
prelfions,  and  confequent  holtilitics, 
between  the  Candians  and  the  Dutch, 
fills  up  the  hiltory  of  the  Kland  to  the 
time  of  its  being  captured  by  the  Eng- 
lilh  in  1795,  w'htn  tlie  luhmilfion  of  the 
United  Provinces  to  the  French  Repub¬ 
lican  Government,  and  the  juntlion  of 
the  Dutch  fieet  with  the  French  to  co- 
ojieraie  againlt  the  Britilli,  offered  a 
fair  opportunity  for  reprifals,  by  attack¬ 
ing  their  colonies  in  the  Ealk.  The 
detail  of  this  curious  hillory  of  the 
AiccelTion  of  European  governments 
in  Ceylon,  as  it  is  given  in  Chapter  I. 
is  at  once  intereiling  and  entertain¬ 
ing;  and  it  concludes  with  a  proper 
hint  to  our  Miniiters. — “  The  errors 
and  mifeonduit  which  deprived  the 
fiicceflive  polfelTors  of  this  valuable 
Kland,  will,  it  is  to  he  hoped,  be 
avoided  by  our  countrymen ;  and  from 
iny  own  obicrvation,  1  can  confidently 
Hate,  that  if  the  care  of  it  be  cntrullcd 
to  fuch  men  as  the  prefent  Governor 
(the  Hon.  Frederick  North),  and  the 
OtHcers  under  his  command,  the  ad¬ 
vantages  to  Great  Hi  itain  iiiuii  be  both 
fpeedy  and  fecure.” 

The  delcription  of  the  whole  Kland, 
diftinguilhing  the  fevcral  places  now 
under  the  Hritilh  dominion,  is  com- 
prifed  in  the  Iccond  Chapter  ;  and, 
amongft  other  important  information 
contained  in  it,  we  are  told,  that  the 
advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  lur- 
boiir  of  Trincomalce  are  incalculable, 
by  its  proximity  and  cafy  accefs  to  our 
fcttlcinents  in  the  Hay  of  Bengal.  A 
velfel  from  Mailras  may  arrive  here  in 
two  days,  and  can  at  any  tiniv  nuke 
the  harbour. 

Chapter  III.  is  remarkably  ciuloiis, 
as  it  contains  an  ample  awcuunt  of  the 
Pearl  Filhery,  an«t  of  the  culloms  of 
the  various  Jn<!i.in  nations  who  fre¬ 
quent  it.  -From  a  brief  extra^f,  our 
readers  may  form  a  competent  idea  of 
the  entertaiunvent  they  will  meet  with 
ill  this  divifion  of  the  work.-—**  I  here 
is,  perhaps,  no  fpe<^f aclc  which  the 
Kland  of  Ceylon  affords,  more  Itriking 
to  an  European  than  the  Bay  of  Con- 
datchy,  during  the  feafou  of  the  pearl 
.  filhery.  Several  thoufands  of  people, 
of  different  colours,  countries^  c<t(fs, 
and  occupations,  continually  palling 
and  repairing  in  a  bufy  crowd :  the 
vail  numliers  of  fniall  tents  and  hiitii 
crefled  on  the  (hore^  with  the  bazir, 
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or  market-place,  before  each  ;  the 
multitude  of  boats  returning  in  the 
afternoon  from  the  P-ail  banks  Tome 
of  them  laden  v«ith  *iclfs  ^  the  anxious 
expedf  itions  of  the  boat -owners,  while 
the  boats  arc  appro»iching  the  (hore, 
and  the  cagerners  and  avidity  with 
which  they  run  to  them  when  arrived, 
in  hopes  of  a  rich  cargo  \  the  valt  num¬ 
bers  of  jewellers,  brokers,  merchants 
of  all  colours  and  all  dercriptioiis,  both 
natives  and  foreigiiers,  who  are  occu¬ 
pied  in  (ome  w.iy  or  other  with  the 
pearls,  fomc  feparatlng  and  alforting 
them,  others  weighing  and  afeertain- 
ing  their  number  and  value,  whillt 
others  a'C  hawking  them  about,  or 
drilling  and  boring  them  tor  future 
ufe:  all  thefe  circunnilauces  tend  to 
imprefs  the  mind  with  the  value  and 
importance  of  that  ohjedt  which  can, 
of  itfelf,  create  fuch  a  Icene.  The  pe  u  U 
Oyltcrs  arc  fuppoled  to  attain  their 
completed  Itatc  of  matuiiiy  in  ieven 
years;  for  if  left  too  long,  I  am  toUl 
tliat  the  pe.irls  get  ^o  Luge  ami  clil- 
agrceablc  to  the  fdb  that  it  vomits  and 
thrt)Wb  them  out  of  the  ntell  ”

A  Ian  of  the  ha* hour  and  town  of 
Colombo  is  prefixed  to  Chapter  1V\ 
in  which  an  account  is  given  of  the 
falt-wurks  at  Patallom;  a  delcription 
of  the  plealaut  village  of  Nigumbo ; 
and  a  na:tntive  of  tlic  military  ope* 
fitions  of  the  Brltilh  troops,  under 
the  command  of  General  Stewart,  on 
their  march  to  attack  Col  umbo,  in 
which,  to  the  great  (urpiife  of  that 
General,  he  waa'inffered  to  pals  un- 
molcftcd,  though  his  road  pafltd 
through  a  ftrong  and  dillicult  country, 
expecting  every  moment  to  be  attacked 
by  the  enemy. 

**  Nothing,"  fays  Mr- Perciva’,  f  can 
^ive  a  more  ftriking  i«lea  of  the  de¬ 
graded  date  to  which  the  Dutch  mili¬ 
tary  efiablilhmeuts  in  Ceylon  w^re 
reduced,  than  their  I'ufi'ering  an  enemy 
to  advance  unrefilted  in  fuch  circucp- 
ll^Kcs.  Neither  of  ikill  or  piu- 


dence  on  the  part  of  the  Officers,  nor 
want  of  difeipiine  on  that  of  the  foU 
dieis,  could  have  produced  fuch  dif- 
graceful  eifc6fs.  It  is  only  to  the  total 
extinction  of  public  fpirit,  of  every  fen- 
timent  of  national  honour,  that  fuch 
conducf  can  be  attributed.  A  thirlt 
of  gain,  and  of  private  emolument, 
appears  to  have  fwallOwcd  up  every 
other  feeling  in  the  breads  of  the 
Dutchmen  :  and  this  is  a  Ifriking 
warning  to  other  commercial  nations 
to  be  careful  tliat  tlioie  fentiments 
which  engage  them  to  extend  their 
dominions,  do  not  obliterate  thofe  by 
which  alone  they  can  be  retained  and 
dcfemled.  The  fequel  will  be  antici¬ 
pated  by  every  dlfcerning  reader ;  the 
furrendcr  of  Columbo,  alter  the  Dutch 
troops  had  evacuated  the  lliongelf  polls, 
where  Nature  had  given  them  fuch  ad- 
van;  ages,  that  General  Stewart  would 
have  iiad  the  g'calell  obitacles  to  fur- 
mount.  The  molt  infamous  dil'order, 
di  unkennefs  and  f.iCtion,  likewile  pre¬ 
vailed  in  the  garrifjn  ;  which  comhir.ed 
inlubordination  induced  the  Governor, 
a  refpectable  veteran  Dutch  OlHcer,  to 
enter  into  a  private  treaty  for  the  fur- 
render  of  the  town  to  the  Englilh  as 
foon  as  they  appeared  before  it.

ncgleft  or  abliorrencc ;  becauie  they 
change  the  ufeful  direction  of  all  men¬ 
tal  purluits,  and  violate,  by  falfe  ali'o- 
ciations  of  ideas,  the  natural  diltinc- 
tions  of  good  and  evil." 

But  when  the  evils,  as  well  as  the 
niileries,  of  literature  are  under  con- 
(ideration,  we  mull  not  omit  the  ex¬ 
cellent  rerteftions  of  our  Author,  on 
the  modern  fentimcntal  fydem  of  phi- 
lofophical  education  which  has  been 
lately  cltablifhed,  and  is  now  profeil'cd, 
in  fevcral  of  tlic  nurferies  and  acade¬ 
mics  of  our  country.  **  All  branches 
of  learning  are  made  not  only  eafy,  but 
amuling  j  and  the  I'uccefsful  art  of 
feduftion,  the  principle  of  this  mode  of 
education,  is  that  of  applying  perpe¬ 
tual  ilimuli  to  the  feniibility  and  ima¬ 
gination  of  the  child.  Accordingly, 
every  thing  is  taught  by  a  ftory,  a  tale, 
ora  romance;  and  the  pupils,  male  and 
female,  to  the  relief  of  their  teachers, 
are  fpeedily  qualified  for  thofe  great 
umverjities  of  Britain,  tlie  Circulating 
Libraries.  The  Tons  and  daughters  of 
farmers  and  tradefincn,  in  thefe  fenti- 
mental  fchools,  by  the  peruf^l  of  talcs 
for  children,  and  adventures  of  ima¬ 
ginary  heroes  and  heroines,  acquire  a 
tade  for  romances;  and  when  at  their 
ow’n  difpofal,  they  have  loll  theirhcalth, 
and  all  ufeful  capacity,  by  the  peruial 
of  Jive  or  fix  tkoufand  AW^//,  of  which 
the  general  courte  con  bits,  they  die  of 
ennuif  nervous  atrophy,  or  confump- 
tion ;  or  they  commence  Authors.  Of 
all  the  claimants  on  the  Literary  Fund, 
the  molt  numerous,  and  the  molt  im¬ 
portunate,  are  the  fickly  fpawii  of  this 
Tentimental  education." 

Not  confining  this  abufe  to  the  two 
clafTcs  of  females  above-mentioned,  but 
well  afTured  that  the  fame  enervating 
fydem  afeends  to  the  higher  ranks, 
and  the  moil  expenfivc  boarding- 
fchools  for  the  daughters  of  the  rich 
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and  noble  (for  none  but  fuch  cm 
afford  the  exorbitant  prices  demanded), 
we  can  cafily  account  for  another  re¬ 
mark,  under  the  head  of  private  pa¬ 
tronage,  which  we  copy  with  relu6t- 
ance,  as  it  fixes  an  indelible  difgrace 
on  our  fiifhlonable  females,  who  can 
fquander  thoiifands  on  marqueradcs, 
balls,  and  midnight  fuppers,  and  yet 
dcnionltiate  that  their  coltly  education 
lias  not  infpired  them  with  any  of  the 
fine  feelings  of  humanity,  of  tender 
compaifion  for  the  dillrclles  of  their 
own  lex,  reduced  .tu  poverty,  not  by 
criminal  conduft,  hut  by  error  in 
inilLiking  their  proper  place  in  fociety  s 
an  error  derived  from  the  pernicious 
fyltem  of  education  To  jultly  repro¬ 
bated. 

“  Literary  diflrcfs,  it  might  be  ima¬ 
gined,  would  deeply  interelt  the  female 
heart ;  but  though,  in  all  its  circum- 
ilances,  it  is  the  moft  afFefting,  every 
method  hitherto  devifed,  by  the  Ma¬ 
nagers  of  the  Literary  Fund  Society, 
has  fcarcely  introduced  it  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  any  elevated  and  opulent  wo¬ 
men.  The  female  claimants  on  this 
fund  are  as  numerous  as  the  male  ; 
but  /even  Ladies  only  have  alliitcd  it 
with  their  lubfcriptions  I" 

Let  us  turn  from  this  dllagrccable 
fubjeft  to  the  very  fatisfaftory  origin 
of  the  Society;  the  firft  outline  of 
which  was  given  by  Mr.  Williams,  who 
modcftly  referves  the  minute  details  of 
his  own  aftive  exertions  in  founding 
the  Inflitution  for  memoirs  which  may 
be  puhlilhed  “  when  he  (ball  be  no 
more." 

In  the  year  i7?^6,  a  few  Gentlemen, 
in  the  converfations  of  a  private  club, 
frequently  dlfcuired  thedefign;  which 
was  (ct  on  foot  by  an  affeftijig  inci¬ 
dent  j  News  was  brought  to  them,  that 
Flyer  Sydenham^  a  (jcntlcman  cf  exten- 
five  learning,  the  beloved  friend  of 
fcveral  of  its  members,  had  (i!ently 
fuffered  extreme  dlltrcfs,  and  died  in 
poverty  of  a  broken  heart.  Determined 
to  try  the  public  principles  on  a  fubjeft  fo 
intereiting,  they  drew  up  an  advertife- 
ment,  fee  pige  103,  and  thus  endea¬ 
voured  to  expiate  the  grief  and  lhame 
of  the  event,  by  a  fnenument  to  his  me* 
mory.  in  the  liiilitution  of  a  Literary 
Fund.  I'hey  rubrcrii>cd  eatli  a  guinea, 
which  they  repeated  three  or  four  times 
in  the  firll  year,  to  keep  the  advertife- 
ment  generally  before  the  public..  The 
conllitufions,  or  general  rules,  were 
drawn  up;  a  Committee  and  Oificers

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were  appointed  )  and  the  Society,  in 
miniature,  was  formed,  “  to  relieve 
and  fupport  genius  and  learning  in 
ijckiiefs,  age,  and  at  the  termination 
ot  life;  and  to  prelcive  from  diltrefs 
the  w  idows  and  orphans  of  thofe  who 
have  any  claims  on  the  public  from 
literary  indultry  or  merit. — The  ad- 
vertilcinent  continuing  to  draw  num¬ 
bers,  and  the  receipts  of  the  Society 
exceeding  its  expenditure,  the  caits  of 
claimants  were  taken  into  confideration 
and  relieved,  and  its  Hrli  anniveriary 
held  on  the  i8th  of  M.ay  1790." 

From  this  hnall  beginning  arofe  that 
now -important,  and  well-lupported. 
Society,  whole  fublequent  tranla6tions, 
tip  to  the  nth  ol  June  1801,  are  faith¬ 
fully  recorded  in  this  volume  j  by  which 
it  appeals,  that  the  finn  of  1680!.  8s. 
has  been  paid  to  dill'erent  claimants, 
from  the  annual  iiiblciiptions  of  the 
Subl'cribers  of  troin  one  to  ten  guineas  ^ 
a  lilt  of  wliole  names  are  annexed  ; 
and  that  the  lame,  and  other  Sub- 
fcribeis  for  life,  of  larger  fums,  to  a 
permanent  fuini  begun  in  1797,  have 
enabled  the  Society  to  purchale  Itock 
in  tlie  public  funds  (veiled  in  Truftees), 
the  interelt  of  which  alone  (except  on 
very  extraordinary  occalions)  is  to  be 
employed  for  the  purpoles  of  the  In- 
(litution.  The  Itock  fo  purchaled 
amounted  to  2500!.  three  per*  cents. 
Annivcrlary  dinners  have  like  wife 
taken  place,  fimilnr  to  thofe  of  other 
long-eliablilhed  public  charities,  which 
have  been  aiteiuicd  by  Subferibers  and 
Friends  to  the  further  promotion  and 
benefit  of  the  lidiitution.  On  thele 
occalions.  Poetical  Addrell'es  on  the 
Inltitution  have  been  compofed  and 
delivered,  and  Songs  written  by  Mem¬ 
bers  diltinguiihed  for  their  poetical 
talents.  Thefe  are  inicrted  in  regular 
O' tier,  and  form  a  fclc6\  C'dleCtioii  of 
elegant  poems.  The  Addrefs  to  the 
Duke  of  Somerfet,  Prclident  of  the 


Society,  is  by  H.  J.  Pyc,  Efq.  Poet 
Laureat.

intereliing  matter  has  been  publiHied 
within  that  period,  but  fo  dilperfed  in 
different  productions,  that  great  in¬ 
convenience  rcfulted  from  confulting 
them,  fo  as  to  be  applicable  to  real  bu- 
finel's.  The  author  of  ilie  works  be¬ 
fore  us  very  truly  oblierves,  that  the 
form  and  arrangement  of  a  Dictionary 
are  the  molt  commodious,  as  well  us 
complete.  Every  article  (hoiild  be  in- 
eluded,  and  no  oi  dcr  of  reference  is  lo 
cafy,  or  little  liable  to  error,  as  that 
alphabetical  one  followed  in  u  Dic¬ 
tionary. 

I'he  introduction  confills  of  a  fliort 
hiltory  of  the  Rife  and  Progicfs  of  Ma- 
nutaCtiires  and  Commei  ce  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  from  the  thirteenth  century  till 
the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  j  from 
W'hich  time  there  is  a  regular  annual 
accouiit  of  the  exports,  imports,  and 
balance  of  trade.

To  compile  judicioufly,  avoiding 
prolixity  on  the  one  hand,  or  obfeure 
brevity  on  the  other,  appears  to  have 
been  the  aim  of  this  author,  though  he 
fbinetlmes  ventured  into  new  matter^ 
and,  in  our  opinion,  not  without  fuc- 
cel's.

Sorn  after  the  wan  1 L  WHS  rcccivc(^9 
all  j  aptis,  and  eveiy  thing  that  he  pol- 
lelleil,  wete  immediately  talcen  trom  Co¬ 
lonel  I').*l'paul.  lie  was  llii:tly  learthcif, 
to  dif'covci  whetlier  he  had' any  knitc  or 
means  uf  lelf-dellruMioo  concealed  ahoiit 
him  ;  and  every  tiling  that  it  was  thought 
might  er.r  blc  him  to  put  an  end  to  hi< 
cxilfcncc  was  conveyed  out  of  his  icach. 

Mrs.  Idelpaul,  altci  hiving  taken  leave 
of  her  hufoand  at  three  o’clock  rn  Sunday 
afternoon,  came  again  aliouf  five  o  dock  s 
hut  it  w'as  thought  advll'ablc  to  fparethc 
Cclanel  the  pangs  of  a  Iccor.d  parting, 
and  fhe  was  iherefoie  not  admittcvl  iniu 
the  prifun.  She  evinced  fuine  indigna’i  r\ 
at  the  rcfulal  ;  and  cxpreilcd  jhon^ 
opinion  with  lelpCwl  to  the  cauic  lor 
which  her  hulbauvi  was  to  i'ufici .  Alter 
Mrs.  Delpaid  had  left  the  Colonel  on 
Sunday  aiternoon,  he  walked  up  and 
down  his  cell  for  I’onie  time,  feemingiy 
more  agitated  than  he  had  been  at  the 
period  cf  taking  leave  of  ills  wife.  Be- 
CAcen  fix  and  iwv.in  i&  the  evening  . he 
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threw  hliDfclf  on  the  beJ»  and  ftll  into  a 
fliort  fleep.  At  ciplil  o'cUck  he  awoke, 
and  addrelfcd  one  of  the  officers  of  the 
priror,  who  was  with  hiin,  in  thcle 
werds  ; — “  N!c — they  (hill  receive  no 
information  from  me— no — not  for  all 
tl»c  gifts,  the  gold,  and  jewels,  in  the 
poirdiion  of  the  Crown."  lie  then  com  • 
poled  himftlf,  and  remained  iilent.  The 
al)cvc  cxprcllior.s  might  induce  lome  to 
luppolc  that  endeavours  had  been  made 
to  prevail  upon  him  to  make  ili!cloiure$. 
Whether  this  was  the  cafe  or  not,  we  are 
net  able  to  lay. 

I’hc  Clergyman  of  the  prifon,  NTr. 
Winkwoith,  had  feveral  times  made 
« vrrturcs  to  the  Colonel  to  commune 
with  him.  Ihil  the  Colonel  always  de¬ 
clined  the  C'Ictg) man’s  clier  ;  politely, 
liowtver,  thanking  him.  Mr.  W  ink- 
w'orth  on  Sunday  repeated  his  requett, 
i’lr  received  the  l.tme  anlwer.  Mr. 
V\'  inkworth  wiftud  him  to  accept  a  hook 
♦rom  him,  wliiclt  he  alio  declincvl.  1  he 
C’oluncI,  WT  uiuitrdaiui,  faiJ,  that  he  had 
Ken  in  all  parts  ct  the  woild^  that  !;c 
was  net  paiticuhiily  attached  to  any  tonn 
ot  religion  j  and  that  hi:>  miiul  wa^  eii- 
tiiciy  made  up  upon  religious  matters. 
Mott  of  the  other  ptifoncr»,  however, 

I  alfed  much  ot  their  time  in  prayer,  and 
with  the  Clergyman.  Macnamara,  being 
u  Roman  Catholic,  was  attended  by  a 
Konnn  Catholic  Friclt. 

When  Mr.  Ives  went  to  communicate 
t'  r  w’atranf  Icr  cxccvuion  to  two  ot  the 
priioiicrs,  W'f  odand  C/iaham,  tluy  la:;I, 
that  thev  wiliitti  to  have  Icm-.  converia- 
tion  with  lum.  Sur'.d.iy  atferni<')n  lie  went 
to  them,  attended  by  the  C'lcigynian, 
.Mr.  W'lnkwt'i  th.  CJialratn  then  entered 
ir.to  a  long  converfation  with  iilr.i,  upon 
the  motives  ot  the  meeting  at  ttie  public- 
lumi'c  wlicre  they  weie  apprelicndeil  j  but 
Mc  do  not  learn  that  he  thiew  any  new 
light  upon  the  fubje^f,  or  made  any  dif- 
coveries  cf  importance.  Macnamai  a  Ipent 
the  whole  ot  the  night  in  prayer.  The 
Roman  Catholic  Prielt  left  him  at  a  late 
hour  cn  Sunday  night,  and  came  again 
early  on  Momiay  morning.  Graham, 
Wialten,  and  another,  Woed,  we  be- 
lic\e,  were  the  greater  part  ol  the  night 
engaged  in  a  limil.ir  manner.  They  were 
Hnieuters.  hioughtonand  Francis  weic 
ot  the  C'tnirch  ot  England  perlualion. 
C  olonel  Defpard  iUpt  from  three  to  half 
p.i.t  lour  ;  the  remainder  ot  the  night  he 
pa!il‘d  in  walking  up  and  down  his  cell. 
I  hr  rcit  of  Uic  prifonei  >  Uept  about  two 
hoiii  s. 

All  t!iC  arrangements  for  the  execuiion 


were  fettled  on  Sunday  by  Sir  Richard 
Ford  and  the  Shcritf^  of  Surrey,  with  rlic 
Government  and  tb.e  Magilliates.  Sir 
Kichaid  Ford  llcpt  on  Sunday  nlgl.t  at 
Mr.  Carpenter  Smith’s,  in  order  to  be 
liCar  the  prifon. 

Monday  morning,  at  four  o'clock,  the 
drum  beat  at  the  Horl'e  Guards,  as  a  lig. 
nal  tor  the  Cavalry  to  alfemhlc,  and  no 
Icis  than  four  regiments  ot  different  dt- 
iciiptions  arc  Ifateil  to  have  flioiily  alter 
aficiv.bltd.  As  ibon  a.s  day-liglit  ap. 
pcared,  the  military  tcck  their  dilferciu 
Itations.  Two  troops  of  horlc  were  Ita- 
tioned  at  the  Olielllk.  Others  patroleil 
the  roads  from  the  Obclifk  to  the  Ele¬ 
phant  and  Callle,  and  down  tlie  Hoiough 
ro.ul.  About  five  o’clock  the  populace 
begin  to  pour  in  numbers  along  tl’.e 
Wefliuiidler  aiul  City  Reads  to  Horlc- 
mongei-lanc,  aiul  by  fix  the  lane  was 
completely  crowded.  Ihcic  are  few 
houles  in  front  of  ihe  prifon  \  all  of  them, 
however,  were  fillid  witii  lpe«!:lators. — 
The  Dyer’.s  grounds  to  the  left  of  tiie 
prifon  were  gradually  filled,  rill  at  lad 
ail  the  pails  that  hid  a  view  ot  the  fcaf- 
told  were  completely  crammed.  W'c 
luppol’e  that  20, coo  perfons  miglit  he 
allemhled.  At  five  o’clock  St.  George’s 
bell  began  to  toll,  and  continu.J  for  about 
an  hour.  At  half  pill  fix  tlie  priloti-lKll 
rang,  a  fignal  for  tlsc  unlocking  cf  ihc 
cells.  Mr.  W^nkworlli,  the  Clergyman 
cf  the  prifon,  and  Mr .  Ciriiruli,  tlie  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  I’lieff,  the  lame  gentleman 
who  atlcr'.dul  Q^ighy  w'1i;:j  he  was  exe¬ 
cuted,  came  to  u;c  piil^  n,  .md  were  iii\- 
mediately  admitted  to  the  irllbntrs. 
At  leven  o’clock  rive  of  the  priloneis, 
hiougUton,  Francis,  (iiaham,  Wood, 
aiid  VV ratten,  went  into  thr  CIui}  cl  j 
Colonel  Delpard  rclultd  to  attend,  le 
inaining  in  Ids  cell}  and  Macnamara, 
being  a  Roman  Catholic,  prayed  in  his 
cell  with  the  Fried.  The  five  former 
condufled  thcmfelves  with  much  tltco- 
rum  in  the  Chapel.  They  attended  to 
the  pr  ayers  with  great  earnednefs,  but  at 
the  lame  time  without  feeming  to  lol'e 
th.it  firmnels  which  they  had  difplayerl 
fince  their  trial.  Ref  ore  they  received 
the  facramenr,  four  of  them  confclfed 
that  they  had  done  wrong,  but  not  10  the 
extent  charged  againlt  them  by  the  evi¬ 
dence.  The  fifth,  Graham,  laid,  he  was 
innocent  of  the  charges  brought  againlt 
him;  but  that  he  had  attendeel  two 
meetings,  the  iecond  at  the  inlligation  of 
Francis.  It  was  Finblyn,hc  added,who 
called  on  him  to  take  hinuo  the  mteting, 
by  E'lar.cis’s  defire.  For  Ibnie  time  the 
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Clergymin  rcfufeJ  to  aJmlnlfter  the 
i'sctninent  to  Francis,  bcrcaul'e  he  per- 
filtcti  in  decl.irinij  that  he  hail  been  guilty 
of  no  Clime.  The  Clergyman  lai  I  to 
liim,  “  You  a'lmit  yuu  attcudei!  meet¬ 
ings  ?  He*  leplita!,  “  Yes.” — “  You 
kncvV  they  were  Ibfthe  purpol'e  ol  orer- 
turning  the  Cjnllltutiou  aiul  CJovcrn- 
inent  of  the  Country  ?  1  by  no  means 
wilh  you  to  enter  into  paiticulars — I 
only  wi(h  you  to  ac k no .v ledge  gene¬ 
rally Francis  then  (mileil,  aiul  an- 
I'wenal,  “  I  admit  I  have  done  wrong 
in  atfeniling  thole  mettings.”  'Fhc 
Clergyman  then  alked  each  of  them, 
“  How  they  found  theinfelves  — Fran¬ 

cis,  Wood,  Hroughton,  and  Whatten,  re¬ 
plied,  *«  They  were  never  happier  in  their 
lives.”  Graham  remained  lilent.  The 
lacrament  was  then  adiwinittcred  to  them. 
'The  lervice  in  the  (Miapel  latlcd  three 
tjinitcrs  of  an  hour.  Betore  it  was  over. 
Colonel  Hefpard  and  Macnamara  were 
hr.-ught  th)wn  Irom  then  cells.  I  hcir 
irons  were  knockeil  oif,  and  their  arms 
.and  hands  hound  w’iih  ropes,  Defpaui 
walked  up  and  down  before  the  Ciiapel 
door,  hut  (lid  not  enter  the  Chapel, 
jMacnamaia  walked  about  in  earnelt 
cjiiverlation  with  the  Roman  Catholic 
Pried,  and  with  a  book  in  his  hand. 
While  Del’paid  was  at  the  door  of  the 
Ciiapel,  the  High  Shentf,  Mr.  J*epin, 
aJdicifed  himlelt  veiy  humanely  to  him, 
and  alked  him  it  he  couM  render  him  any 
lervite  ?  J'he  Colonel  thanked  him,  and 
leplied  that  he  could  not.  Wliuit  the 
Cleigyman  was  gore  out  of  the  Chapel 
to  prepare  for  tne  lacramenr,  the  five  pri- 
Jorers  in  tlie  Chapel  role,  on  hearing  the 
Colonel’s  irons  being  knocked  ert  rear 
the  door.  They  alked  eacli  other, 
“  U  here  is  he  ?”  and  feemed  anxious 
to  lie  him.  After  they  had  received  the 
lacramenr,  they  weie  brought  out  ot  the 
Chapel,  and  their  irons  were  knocked  ud. 
The  executioner  tl  en  tied  their  arms  and 
hands  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  havl 
bclore  bound  Colonel  D.Mpaid  and  Mac¬ 
namara. 

Notice  was  then  given  to  the  Sheriff 
that  they  were  leady.  C^olonei  Dripaid, 
who  Itood  the  fiill,  retired  behind,  and 
made  a  motion  to  Franc's,  who  was 
making  way  lor  him,  to  go  betore  him. 
'Fhe  hurdle  had  been  previouily  prepared 
in  the  outer  couit-yard.  It  is  »lic  body 
nt  a  Imall  cart,  on  wlilcli  t  vo  rallies  of 
rican  draw  arc  laid.  It  was  dra*x>n  by 
two  horlcs.  I'lic  pi\,ccllmii  moved  in 
ihc  toUowing  ordci :

\facnamara  and  (iiaham  were  fiiii  put 
into  the  hurdle,  and  drawn  to  the  Lodge, 
where  the  imier  gates  wete  opened,  and 
they  were  c..nveycd  to  the  tiair-caic  tint 
leads  up  to  the  Icatfold.  The  huidle  then 
returned,  and  ht ought 

Kioughton  and  Wtatten, 
then 

Wood  and  Fiancts  ; 

Lad  oi  all  Colonel  Dcl'pard  was  put  into 
it  alone. 

^Tacnamn^a  feemed  intent  upon  the 
hook  in  his  hand.  Graham  irmaineJ 
lilent.  Bioughton  into  the  hur¬ 

dle,  fmiied,  and  looked  up  to  the  Icatiuld. 
\\'ond  and  Francis  both  fmiied  j  and  all 
of  them  fuiveyt-d  tlie  awful  fcenc  with 
much  compofure.  Delpard  ihook  hands 
with,  a  (jrntleman,  as  he  got  into  the 
hurdle,  and  looked  \ip  to  the  fcaffold 
with  a  Imile.  As  foon  as  they  had  all 
been  conveyed  In  the  hurdle  to  the  Itair- 
cale  that  leads  to  the  fcatfold,  they  w-erc 
elcoi  fed  up,  one  by  one,  in  the  order  before 
nien»iontd  —  I'lie  Sheriff,  Sir  Kicliaid 
Fcivl,  the  Clergyman,  Mr.  Winkworth, 
the  Roman  Catholic  Clergyman,  Mr. 
Gridiih,  preceding  them.  Seven  coffins, 
or  ffitll'*,  which  had  been  previouily 
placed  in  a  toom  under  the  fcaffold, 
were  brought  up,  and  placed  on  the  |  lat- 
form  on  w'hich  the  drop  is  crefltd.  A 
bag  of  (u'v-dud,  to  catch  the  blood  w-heti 
the  heads  weie  fevered  from  their  bodii^s, 
was  j'laced  hefide  them.  The  block  was 
near  the  fcaffiold.  'I'here  were  nearly 
one  hundred  per  Tons  on  the  plat  form, 
including  the  Magiftrates  and  Officers. 
'Flic  gicatclt  order  and  filtnce  were  ob- 
Icrved. 

As  loon  as  the  pri Toners  were  placed 
cm  the  hurdles,  St.  George’s  bell  tolled 
for  feme  time.  It  was  nearly  three 
quaitcia  palt  eight  when  the  firit  pri- 
loticr  was  brought  up  to  the  Icaflold. 
I'hc  relt  followed  hngly.  When  the 
cuid  was  falicned  round  the  firit,  the 
lecond  was  brought  up,  and  fa  on  till 
the  cords  were  layered  round  tire  necks 
ot  all  file  level).  Macnamnra  was  the 
tint  brought  up  ;  he  held  a  book  in  his 
hand  :  and  when  the  cord  was  placed 
ioui.d  Ins  nttk,  he  exclaimed,  with  the 
gieatelt  devotiofl,  ‘‘  Lord  Jr/us  hr-zc 
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mercy  it  fort  me!  Ok!  Lord^  hoi  dozen 
ivith  pity  upon  me."  Cii.il.am  canic  !c- 
con<l.  He  lu(  kcii  pale  ai:tl  ^hnltlv,  hut 
Ipokc  not.  VViaticn  v.A's  the  thlid  ;  he 
afcei'.ticd  the  icalFold  v».ith  niuch  fiiiureU. 
Jiroughton,  the  touitli.  liniitvl  as  he  rr^/i 
lip  t))c  icaHolil  Oaiis  ;  Init  an  laon  as  the 
rope  was  faltcntil  rcuinj  liis  neck.,  he 
turned  pale,  and  Imiltd  no  more.  He 
exliortcd  the  ciowd  ii.  thele  words  ;  “  I 

hope  that  tvety  vciinp,  man  who  wit- 
redes  my  tate  will  avoid  public-houlVs, 
and  take  a  wainlnp.  Should  they  mix 
with  ceitain  companies,  th.ey  will,  pti- 
Iiaps,  lee  lucie  executions  ct  a  lund  »r 
rafiuc.”  He  joii'cd  in  piaser  witii  e.n - 
nelinrls.  Wood  was  titc  htlh,  Francis 
the  lixth,  Francis  alceiuied  the  rtafr’olil 
with  a  compoluie  whicii  he  pielcivcil  to 
the  lad.  Wood  and  Uioughtoa  wtie 
eqtialiy  coinpolcd.  Of  all  ol  them, 
Fiancis  was  the  belt  looking  ;  tad, 
handloine,  and  well  made.  lie  ar.«l 
Wood  were  drclTed  in  the  m.ltciiii  <'t' 
flic  Foot  Guards  i  and  Francis,  wlun 
}  e  came  on  the  IcatF.dd,  li.id  on  his  toil 
le^imeiital  cap.  'l*he  led  were  iii  co- 
lotifed  clothes.  C'olonel  Delpard  was 
1  fought  up  lalt,  drcited  in  boots,  a  c!a  k 
I  r  wn  gieat  c<  ai  and  ted  waliicoat,  his 
iar  iirpowdcicd.  He  hatl  picvienliy 
deiiied  to  Iperk  v^ith  the  Shtriti  ai  il  Sir 
Richard  Ford,  to  whom  he  Cwiiimun  catird 
l.:s  A’lni  to  addt eU  ti  e  l.)eclatui6.  I'hev 
told  iiim,  that  th.y  h.ad  not  t^.e  halt 
cb  Cv^tie  n  t  *  his  canylng  that  wdh  iii'o 
triect.  'I  he  Colonel  aicenoed  the  icat- 
fold  with  great  fn  nine  Is.  F.  is  eountc- 
luncc  undciwent  n  t  tlie  lilghtelt  ch.i' ge 
while  the  awKil  Cruinory  ot  ta..ei)iiig 
the  rope  icur.d  his  neck,  4ik1  placing  trie 
cap  on  his  head,  v.a!»  peiioimmg.  He 
locked  at  the  tiinltuude  aiicmbicd  wiili 
peitccl  calniners.  'I'iic  Chreyman,  who 
arcendeel  ih.c  I’cartoUi  alter  the  ui  nonets 
were  licJ  up,  I'poke  to  him  a  tew  words 
as  he  palled.  'Fiie  Colonel  bow'dl,  and 
thanked  him. 

The  ceremony  ct  faliening  the  finds 
round  the  necks  ot  the  prilonere  bung 
finin.e  i.  the  Colonel  advanced  as  near  as 
lit  could  to  the  telge  ot  the  Ic.attoid,  and 
addreded  the  niultituele  in  piecilcly  the 
tollciwing  wc'ids  : 

“  Fellow  Citizens — I  am  co.Tic  here, 
as  you  lee,  alter  having  ferved  mv  coun¬ 
try  faitlitully,  lunouiably,  and,  I  trull, 
iil'etully,  tor  ihiiiy  yeais  and  upwaids, 
to  lulFcr  death  upon  a  I'cafioltl,  for  a  crime 
which  1  am  no  more  guilty  cF  than  any 
wrlio  li  uuw  Icokirg  atiiic~>I  do  ioluiiii* 


ly  declare,  that  T  am  no  more  giiilfv  of  If 
than  any  of  you  who  may  now  be  iidciu 
ing  to  me.  Ent  though  his  Majefty’* 
Minilters  know  1  am  not  guihv,  they 
avail  tliemlelves  of  the  oppoiiunity, 
which  they  have,  of  deltioying  a  man, 
becauie  tliey  think  he  is  a  friend  to  tru’h, 
to  liberty,  and  to  jnlticc,  and  becauie  lu^ 
has  been  a  friend  to  the  poor  and  to  the 
opprelltd,  Ifut,  Fellow  Citizens,  llKpe 
aidtrult,  notwlihltuniliiig  my  fate,  ai  d 
perhaps  the  late  ot  many  otlui';  who  maf 
follow  me,  th.tt  dill  the  principles  cf 
Jibcity,  jultice,  aiul  liunianity,  will  iri- 
nmpli  over  lallehood,  delpotilm,  and  c!e- 
lnlie>n,  and  evciy  thing  cU'e  lioltile  to  the 
intcrelfs  ot  the  human  race.  A  d  now, 
having  laid  this,  1  have  noth.ing  nioie  to 
add,  bnt  to  wifli  you  ail  tliat  l.caltli, 
that  happinefs,  and  that  freedom,  wliicli 
I  have  ever  made  it  iiiy  endeavour,  as 
lar  as  it  lay  in  my  power,  to  procure  lur 
every  I'ne  cf  you,  and  for  mankind  in 
general  ” 

We  pledge  ourfelvts  for  tlie  fidclily 
ot  the  report  of  this  Ipeecli.  We  have 
been  the  moie  anxious  to  give  it  truly 
a:ui  accuialely,  as  we  undtilfand  it  has 

b. en  much  milrepreleined.  It  was  dated 
with  cuntidence,  that  llic  Colonel  had 
elcclared,  as  martci  of  confolation  in  his 
dying  mcments,  that  “  he  lett  btlilrd 
liim  many  per'ons  who  would  finilli  th.c 
l>uiuit;b  he  had  begun.”  7  his,  it  true, 
might  vxcife  coni'deralrle  alaim  ;  but  we 
can  allure  cur  reavlcio,  (liat  no  liu  h  ex- 
pulhon,  or  any  thing  at  ail  like  if, 

c. caied  him,  at  d  that  lie  did  net  lay  one 
w  1(1  more  <u  lei's  than  what  we  have  im¬ 
puted  to  him.  Imnsediatelv  alter  this 
ipvcch,  tile  populace  cliteic<l  j  but  llie 
inipulle  inmudiately  fnblided.  As  fcon 
as  Colonel  Dclp.aid  had  ctaled  Iptaking, 
the  Clergyman  piavtd  with  five  ot  tlie 
juli’oners.  Macnamaia  prayed  earndtiy 
with  tiie  Cleigvman  of  his  own  peiina- 
lion.  Dclpaid  i’uiveyed  the  populace, 
ami  made  a  ihori  anlwer,  which  wc  could 
I  ot  licar,  to  li'ine  few  words  addrtfied  to 
him  by  Fiancis,  who  was  next  to  him. 
'File  Citrgyman  now  Ibock  hands  with 
each  of  them.  Colonel  iJefpard  bowed, 
anil  Itemed  to  thank  liim  tor  his  atten¬ 
tion.  'I'hc  extcuiioncis  pulled  the  caps 
over  the  laces  of  the  unliappy  perlbns, 
and  dclcen*ic(i  the  Icatfold. — Mott  of 
them  exclaimed,  *“  Lord  'Jtjits  rectinjc  our 
fouls  /'* 

'i'he  lad  and  mod  dread lul  part  of  the 
ceremony  was  now  to  be  ptilormed.  '1  he 
niwlc  awtui  fiicncc  prevailed,  andmarv  ot 

the 
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tlie  thoufamls  prcfcnt  flood  iiriC'vertd. 
At  Icvcn  inirutts  before  riiie  <*\iock  t!'e 
i:gr.al  uas  the  phitf*  rni  <’iop|.cd, 

aitt!  tlicy  wtrie  ai)  launched  into  c"ci nity. 
Colonel  Dcl^nid  had  n*  t  one  hiuj^^le: 
iwlce  he  eye’ td  and  cltnchid  his>  hands 
togetlicr  copvul'ively  ;  hc  j*nred  !U)im>ie. 
Macr.amaia,  (ir.i^am,  hmicis,  ar^d 
Wiattcn,  were  irotj  h^IcIn  after  a  few 
flrug^ics.  brouH^luon  and  Woed  lfiiir>- 
^fed  violently  for  fojnc  inoinents  after 
all  the  icll  weie  without  motion.  Xhe 
executioner  pulled  their  legs  to  put  an 
end  to  their  pain  more  rpetdiiy. 

After  flanging  about  halt  an  hour, 
they  were  cur  d'»wn»  Colonel  Dclpard 
flrit  ;  his  body  placed  on  law-dnlt,  and 
his  head  on  a  block.  Atui  Ihls  c*)at  had 
been  taken  otF,  his  head  was  levered  from 
his  bodv  Ijy  pet  Ions  engaged  on  piirpole 
to  peril  rm  that  ceitmonv.  d'iic  execu¬ 
tioner  then  took  the  head  by  the  fiair,  and 
caiiyiog  it  to  the  edge  of  the  parapet  on 
the  right  hand,  held  It  up  to  the  view  of' 
the  pjpul.'cc,  aid  exclr.irtied,  This  is 
the  head  of  a  traiior — Edward  Maicus 
Delpard  !'* — i'he  lame  ceremony  was 
pcifornied  at  t!ie  )>.irapet  on  the  left 
hand,  'rheie  wa^j  loine  liooting  and 
hitting  wlieii  the  Coloiicrs  head  was  ex¬ 
hibited.  11, s  m.dy  vias  now  put  into 
the  Iticll  tliat  had  been  prepaicd  tor  it. 

I'lie  other  prileners  wcie  tlicn  cut 
ilown,  their  beads  levered  from  their 
bodies,  and  exhibited  to  the  popul.-rce 
with  the  lame  exclamation  of — “  This 
is  the  head  of  another  traiior  /”  Tiic 
bodies  weie  tlien  j)ut  into  their  different 
llitlls,  to  be  dtliveied  to  their  li  lends  for 
ii.tei  liient. 

The  populace  w-ere  Ifriick  with  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  Macnamaia,  who,  on  altcnd- 
ing  the  Icaffold,  boAeii.  Many  of  them 
wcic  aet|'iair.t*d  wiiii  iilm  j  they  pitied 
the  lituation  ot  his  wdi,  t(*  wluan  he  had 
liter,  married  bui  a  Ihoi  t  time  :  it  a  as  at 
firlf  thought  that  hewas  Colonel  Del^  aid. 
1  iie  ciowil  at  the  entrance  of  H  ’i.'emon- 
gcr.lar.e  was  irr.mcnie  j  as  the  rime  of 
execution  drew  near,  ilie  people  liem  all 
parts  came  with  inch  force  as  to  bear 
down  ail  oppolltion.  Thole  who  had  been 
'  in  dry  (itnations  were  pufhtd  into  the 
middle  of  the  road,  where  they  flood 
almoit  up  to  the  knees  in  mud.  Several 
lot  tiieii  Ihees  by  the  continual  pufliing 
and  jolliliig.  Many  tainted,  both  men 
and  women.  While  the  heads  were  ex* 


liibiting,  the  populace  took  ofT  their 
hats. 

'!'he  execution  w.ns  over  flioitly  .after 
te*'  o’ci^^k,  and  the  populace  loon  aftcr- 
waids  d.i'.  ejfefl  cjiiutly.  'Fluic  was  not 
the  Irall  tcmlcney  to  riot  or  diii ni b.ince. 

'1  he  I  reciutiens,  however,  taken  by  (»o- 
vumnent  were  ceitaitdy  pi<.pei.  We 
unUfriMnd  that  ik\-rockets  were  I'crt  tu 
ihelvetpci  rl  the  piilon,  tube  let  off  as 
a  iigral  to  the  nuiitary,  in  calc  of  any  dif- 
tui  I'  Utct*. 

'J'hc  wliolecf  tile  awful  ceremony  w.it 
conducted,  by  Sir  Kichaid  Fold  and  the 
Shei.fF,  with  tlie  gieatelt  felemnity. 

Alacnamam  was  50  years  of  age,  born 
in  liciaiid;  by  tiade  a  carpenter. 

IToodt  2?>  years  of  age,  bom  in  IXiby- 
fliire  j  a  loldier. 

francisti'^  years  of  age,  barn  in  Shrop- 
fhiic  ;  a  :ol  licr  and  Ihocinaker.

They  w'cre  all  man  led  men, 

Maenatnara  hung  at  the  left  extremitr# 
and  Colonel  iXlpard  at  the  tight,  the 
ioldiers  next  to  him.  Tills  was  the  order : 
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The  whole  foimed  an  interefling  and 
imptelllve  ipei'lacle  to  a  Britifli  multitude. 
It  was  the  Criminal  l.aw  of  England 
taking  its  mofl  awful  cotirfe  in  defence  ot 
the  imidcit  Coiiflilution  that  theuniverfe 
can  boait.  S  me  of  the  mofl  fanguinar^ 
forms  on  this  dreadful  occafion  were  dil- 
peided  with,  to  abate  the  paiade  of  na¬ 
tional  vengeance.  Indeed,  from  the  ap- 
pielienfion  till  the  exit  of  thele  State 
MaiefaRors,  the  whole  was  one  dignified 
proctls  ot  deliberative  jultice,  ttm}»ered 
with  the  mofl  indulgent  hmnaniry. — The 
iurroimding  people,  in  the  commiicration 
of  their  lurtering8,did  not  leem  to  forget, 
that  there  was  an  exemplaiy  atonement 
due  to  the  molt  lacred  Law*  of  their 
Countiy,  which  liad  been  (o  dcfperatcly 
violated  by  tlicfe  unhappy  mcr.

HIS  trial  cxciu*d  an  uncommon  de¬ 
gree  of  intcrelf  and  ciirio(ity.  A 
confiderable  number  of  perfons,  and 
li>me  of  the  brit  diltinClion,  were  down 
at  Wedininiter-hall  long  before  the 
doors  were  opened  j  and  loinc  of  thein 
bid  great  difficulty  in  procuring  ad- 
Miiliion,  (»n  account  of  the  great  crowd 
liiat  early  filled  the  Court. 

Mr.  Al»lK)t  opened  the  pleadings  on 
the  part  of  the  pruiecuti'ui  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  manner : 

Cieutlcinrn  of  the  Jury,  This  is 
an  information  agaiuif  tlic  prifonej-, 
Jean  IVliicr,  tor  publilhing,  in  a  Faper 
called  fevcr.il  libels  again  It

infoinution  Itates,  that  tlicre  luhlidcfi 
at  the  time*  of  Inch  publicAtlon,  and 
<loc<  now  fublift,  and  haimony 

bf  twet  n  this  United  Kingdom  and  tlie 
Kepubl'c  of  France  j  and  that  the  laid 
libels^ tend  not  only  to  diifuih  this 
peace  and  harmony  id  happily  fnhlilK 
ing  between  the  fiid  countries,  by  ex¬ 
citing  nnimofitics,  jealoniie<,  and  re- 
fentments,  but  dijC4jHy  tend  to  degrade 
and  vility  tlic  laidNapoleone  Bonaparte, 
Firll  Coiiful  anil  Chief  Magiitrate  of 
the  French  Republic,  in  the  eyes  of  the 
French  Nation,  and  to  Itir  up  and  ex¬ 
cite  perfons  in  France  to  atrallinate  and 
murder  the  faid  Firli  Conhil.  ‘S  he 
Ltarneti  Connfel  then  read  the  iranlla- 
tion^of  the  different  libels  which  wcie 
the  fubjecf  of  this  profecution.  'Fhe 
III  It  was  in  the  form  of  an  Ode  on  the 
iJ^fh  Btumaire  ;  the  leiond  was  alio  in 
\cr;r,  and  entitled,  “  The  Prayer  of  ii 
Patiiot  Oil  the  i4tli  of  July 
riloi  j"  the  third  w:i>  a  long  Ipcetli, 
luppulcd  to  have  been  dcJiVcied  by 
i  epidns  lu  the  Romans  on  the  Dii^fa- 
torihip  of  Sylla;  'I'hcfe  plrce';  were  cX* 
ti^imdy  hmg.  The  hrlt  Ode  containeil, 
Wi'org  uKiiiy  ot^  r  Ifrong  p.ilfigis,  the 
i‘o'io*.>ii»g— *“  O  ttciual  diigi.ice  of

France  f  When  Carfar  was  on  the  Ru- 
bicon,  he  was  oppofed  by  the  Senate, 
by  Poinpey,aiul  by  Catoj  and,  though 
victor  on  the  plains  of  Pharlalia,  a 
du^er  yet  remained  in  the  hands  of 
the  lilt  of  the  Romans  j  but  French¬ 
men  receive  their  chains  without  a 
murmur. "  It  alfo  contained  many 
other  Itrong  palVages,  calling  to  the 
French  nation  to  arm,  to  march  \  for 
the  times  admitted  no  delay.  Fhe 
lecond  libel,  entitled,  “  The  Prayer 
of  a  Good  Patriot  of  the  14th  of  July 
jXo2,"  was  allb  in  verle  j  and,  alter 
affecting  to  admiie  the  fortune  of 
Bonaparte,  whom  it  deferibes  under 
the  name  of  the  Son  of  Letitiat  con- 
cbidfs,  “  I  do  not  envy  his  fortunes; 
hr  him  be  named  Firlt  Con  hi  I  for  life. 
'I'licie  is  nothing  now  wanting  to  liim 
but  the  Scepire  and  the  C’rown  ;  let 
him  have  them,  let  him  be  ekcf»*d  Em¬ 
peror.  The  Itory  of  Romulus  reminds 
me  of  this;  and  I  w’iih  iiis  Apotheo/is 
mav  follow  on  fhe  morrow." — Th.e 
third  libel  was  Hated  to  be  a  Ipcech 
delivered  by  Lepidus  to  the  Romans, 
and  now  addrelled  to  the  French,  on 
tne  fnW}eCf  of  the  Dictatorlhip.  In 
this  long  oration,  all  the  mifehief 
which  happened  in  the  cruel  Diifator- 
(hip  of  Sylla  are  applied  to  the  prefent 
times  of  France.  It  begins  in  this 
manner; — “  I  hardly  conceive  that  the 
inildnefs  of  yonr  nature  and  character 
will  permit  you  to  give  credit  to  the 
various  atrocities  committed  by  the 
prelent  Dictator;  it  is  not  only  you 
who  fuH'er,  but  your  children  yet  un¬ 
born  are  prolcnbed,  perhaps  before 
they  have  feen  the  light.  And  was  it 
for  this  that  France  has  combated 
PruHia,  Rull'ia,  AuHria,  and  all  Europe, 
to  furreiuler  her  fovereignty  and  her 
liberty  to  a  Corfican  Rebel  f" 

'Fhe  libels  were  of  prodigious  length, 
and  werereail  throughout  by  Mr.  Ab¬ 
bot.  Perhaps  the  few  palfages  that  we 
have  now  IcleCled  may  give  a  futheient 
idea  of  the  complexion  of  the  whole, 
to  underHand  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  profecution. — To  tranfiate  more  of 
the  oHenfive  palFages  cannot  be  necel- 
fary,  and  might  not  be  prudent. 

Mr.  Attorney-General  opened  the 
proktiiiion  nearly  as  follows: 

“  Gentlemen  of  die  Jury,  You  are 
)\«iw,  by  the  indictment  that  has  been 
ic.kI,  put  dlJtiiK^tly,  openly,  and  fully. 
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jnpofTciTion  of  every  Information  on  the 
tubje(5t  on  v%hlch  you  have  been  brought 
htie  to  ilccide.  The  cafe  is  limple, 
and  llie  qucitioh,  in  iny  mind,  by  no 
means  dithcult  to  be  tried.  It  will  l)e 
for  you  to  examine,  w  hether  or  not  the 
defendant  be  tiie  author  of  thele  pub¬ 
lications,  and  whether  or  not  the  pi  o- 
fecution  be  rightly  brought  forward 
before  a  Kritith  Jury,  aud  in  a  Hritilll 
Court  of  J  ultice.  It  is  iinpoliible  not 
to  know,  that  confiderablc  intered  and 
turiofity  arc  attached  to  this  trial ;  and 
when  I  calf  iny  eye  about  the  Court, 
and  obferve  an  attendance  ib  dUferent 
from  what  ufually  graces  trials  in 
Courts  of  Jultice,  1  feel  that  luch  mo¬ 
tives  mult  have  operated  in  a  more 
than  ordinary  degree.  Many, no  doubt, 
liave  been  curious  to  hear  the  oblerva- 
tions  that  may  fall  from  me,  in  con¬ 
ducting  the  piefent  profecution.  Yet, 
fbrry  as  1  (hould  be  to  dilappoint  fuch 
an  alfembly,  the  courlc  which  duty  and 
inclination  point  out  to  me  will  not  be 
likely  to  giatify  fuch  expeftation.  This 
duty  aud  inclination  confine  me  to  the 
dry  and  dull  trial  of  the  intention  ;  for 
the  law  will  determine  by  what  takes 
place  in  Court,  by  rcafon,  by  jultice, 
whetlicr  a  publication  of  this  kind  can 
bedefeiuletl  as  innocent,  or  tolerated  as 
inonculive.  In  difcuATing  theie  quef- 
tions,  lb  notorious  and  fo  recent,  there 
can  neither  be  much  inftru6tioii  nor 
amurement  j  and  if  any  one  could  iup- 
pofe  that  on  this,  or  any  other  occaiion, 
I  thould  derogate  from  the  dignity  of 
my  public  duty,  or  (brink  from  the 
faitliful  dilchargc  of  it,  he  will^be  dif- 
appointed.  Though  no  peribn  can  en¬ 
tertain  a  higher  opinion  than  I  do  of 
tlie  ribiliries  and  acquirements  of  the 
learned  Gentleman  who  is  to  lead  the 
defence ;  though  no  perfon  be  more 
unalftiflcdly  convinced  of  his  fplendld 
talents,  his  brilliant  imagination,  his 
cultivated  mind,  and  his  enlightened 
rcafon ;  yet  1  doubt  if  even  he  can 
iatisfy  much  curiofity  on  this  occaiion. 
The  points  to  be  confidercd  are.  Whe¬ 
ther  the  defendant  be  the  author  of  the 
publication  or  not  ?  Wliat  was  the  in¬ 
tention  of  publiniing  ?  What  is  tJie 
legal  character  of  guilt  or  innocence 
belonging  to  it  ?  Thele  queltions  arc 
the  only  points  at  ilVuc  between  us  ; 
and  thele  will  alFoni  no  opportunity  of 
difplaying  the  powers  of  imagination 
and  reafoning,  to  excite  interelt  or  gra¬ 
tify  curiofity;  for  I  cannot  bring  my- 
felf  to  fuppole  that  the  learned  Geutle- 


man  would  To  far  adopt  the  fpirit  of  the 
libel  as  to  make  his. defence  .1  repub- 
lication  of  the  ilaiiderous  matter  that  it 
contains;  neither  can  i  be  perluaded, 
that  lie  could  have  been  inllruded  by 
ills  client  to  come  into  Court  for  the 

f)urpole  of  making  the  proceedings 
lerc  a  vehicle  for  the  wider  dilTeiiuiia-- 
tion  of  the  libel.  If  fuch  were  his  iji- 
tentions,  he  would  have  .1  wide  and 
abundant  field  to  expatiate  on.  Of  all 
tlie  extraordinary  and  eventful  (itts 
that  mole  out  of  the  late  extraoidiiruy 
revolution,  that  which  originated  the 
prelent  (lovcrnmcnt  is  moll  fiirprifing. 
Vet  if  no  other  con fi derat  ions  thaii 
thole  of  an  ordinary  difcrction  were  to 
infiuence  liis  management  of  the  de¬ 
fence,  he  will  abilain  from  that  courfe 
which  may  cxalperate  jultice,  without 
ferving  the  caulc  of  his  client.  Difcre- 
tlon  alone  mull  guard  againll  th.it. 
What  is  it  brings  me  here  in  the  dlf- 
c barge  of  a  public  duty  ?  f  piolccutc 
this  libel  becaufc  it  emlangers  the  tran¬ 
quillity  of  this  country.  When  the 
queltion  lhall  arife  for  conlideratiou 
of  the  punithment,  I  appeal  to  my 
learned  Friends,  if  I  (hould  not  ill 
difeharge  my  dutv  to  the  public,  to 
the  honour  and  cnara^ler  of  t!>e  law, 
if  I  (hould  not  earnciily  prcls  tlie  con- 
(ideration,  that  proceedings,  which  luid 
been  made  the  vehicle  of  defamation 
and  (lander,  (hould  not  elcapd  a 
Jlritilh  Court  with  impunity.  'Ihc 
ililappointment  of  curiofity  is  no  part 
of  the  biiiinefs.  The  prefent  proreru- 
tion  is  to  fatisfy  julllce,  and  to  ice  that 
the  law  be  not  dliappointed.  Without 
previoufly  troubling  you  with  llating 
what  the  prolccutiou  is,  I  (liall  Itate  to 
you  wliat  it  is  not.  It  is  not  a  work 
containing  an  inlparti  tl  account  of  the 
lranra.^tIons  of  any  given  period;— it 
i>  not  an  hiitoiical  narration  of  cventi 
in  a  nelgbbouiing  country,  accompa¬ 
nied  vvitii  philolophical  refleilions  on 
their  c.aules  and  coiircquences  ;  — it 
is  not  a  publication  whole  author, 
even  approaching  to  licenrioulnc-fs, 
liad  dealt  in  fimple  defamation  in  any 
particular  inltance.  Rut  thrc.lle  which 
the  prefent  profecution  brings  to  no¬ 
tice  was  ronctived  originally  in  libel 
and  in  defamation.  Defamation  is  its 
belt  obje^l.  Its  further  object  is,  to 
excite  the  fubjefts  of  the  fiilt  Ma- 
glllrate  of  the  French  Republic,  at 
peace  with  this  country,  to  deprive 
him  of  his  authority,  and  to  alfatlinate 
Jiiiii.  It  was  publilLcd  with  tiie  in¬ 
tention 
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tfntion  of  traducing  and  defaming 
Napoleon  Bonaparte,  Firlt  Conful  of 
France,  and  of  exciting  the  hatred  of 
the  lubjc^t*  of  this  country  and  of 
his  own  agaiull  him.  It  tended  to 
excite  .liTitliPs  againit  bus  life,  and  to 
difluih  the  peace  exiting  between  the 
Republic  and  this  country.  Such  is 
the  tendency  by  which  it  is  charncfer- 
ifed  and  w.as  publjfhed.  Gentlemen, 

1  fliall  now  fiya  few  words  on  the  fiib- 
jeitef  law:  I^lo  not  feel  myfclf  called 
upmt  to  define  to  what  extent  the  fub- 
jeils  of  one  country  may  carry  their 
obfervations  or  firiiSfurcs  on  the  admi- 
nidration  of  affairs  in  .a-nothcr.  But  I 
have  no  difficulty  in  averting,  that  a 
publication  like  tiie  prefent,  tending  to 
tinnquillity  of  nations,  and 
encouraging  the  affaffination  of  one 
i%ho  is,  dt  focIOt  Firft  Magift'ate  of 
France,  is  not  more  oppolite  to  the 
feelings  and  IcnMint'nts  of  Knglifhmen, 
than  It  is  libtllows  and  illegal.  The 
fair  detail  of  hillory,  t!ie  impartial  re¬ 
cital  of  events,  the  unpiehidiced  ac¬ 
count  of  tianfiictions,  not  rendered  the 
Ttdjitlc  of  defamation,  is  not  the  fuh- 
of  information.  Defamation  con- 
Ititutcs  the  whole  of  this  publication  ;  ^ 
and  I  am  confident  no  Lawyer  will 
niaintain  that  it  is  not  an  officnce  of  the 
deeped  die,  and  meriting  the  fevered 
rrprelicntion.  It  is  not  poUible  that 
there  can  be  any  difficulty  in  (dpport- 
inij  the  propolition,  that  ^'uch  an 
odcnce  againd  the  laws  of  the  country 
ouglu  to  be  feverely  pun  idled.  The 
prolccuiion  is  not  unprecedented.  In- 
Ifances  cf  the  iainc  kind  occur  in  the 
hiltojy^of  the  country.  I  fliall  cite 
you  two:  Lord  George  Gordon  was 
piofccuted  for  a  libel  *‘gaind  the  Queen 
of  France.  J.  Vint  was  accufed  and 
convifled  cf  a  libel  againlt  the  F.mpe- 
ror  of  Rullia,  though  defended  by  niy 
Honourable  Fiiend  not  now  prefent  j 
yet  the  libel  with  which  he  was  charged 
was  not  marked  by  any  fuch  foul  and 
hideous  features  as  ihc  fubjeft  of  the 
prefent  profecution.  It  dated  only, 
•‘that  the  Emperor  wr.s rendering  Imn- 
fclf  obnoxious  to  his  rubicCl:s, .and  ridi¬ 
culous  in  the  eyes  of  Europe  ;  that  ire 
bad  lately  palTcd  an  edlcf,  prohibiting 
the  exportation  of  timber,  ^c.  in  con- 
frquence  ot  whicli  one  liXindred  velfcls 
rt  turned  to  this  ccuiUiy  without  a 
ficight."  .This  had  no  tendency  to 
excite  rebellion,  to  provoke  alfaffina- 
tion,  or  to  interrupt  the  relations  of 
amity  lubaiting  beiweeu  the  two  coun¬ 


tries  ;  yet,  being  charged  as  traducin* 
his  Imt  crial  Mnjedy,  and  creating  daii^ 
ger,  the  iniblica^ion  was  found  lihel. 
lous,  and  the  author  convi(5Ied.  If  you 
find,  then,  tliat  upon  that  principle 
and  this  authority  that  criirur  ,was 
punilhed  by  a  Eritiffi  Court  of  Judice, 
It  will  only  be  neceffiary  for  me  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  libel  that  is  the 
fubjeif  of  the  prefent  profecution.  It 
is  not  immaterial  to  obferve,  that  two 
of  thofe  ch.irgcd  are  in  the  firft  number 
of  the  “  Amhign'*  And  here  it  mav 
not  be  ami  Is  to  recommend  to  your  no¬ 
tice  the  frontifpiecc  of  this  work.  It 
bears  a  Sphynx,  as  you  may  perceive, 
with  a  variety  of  enigmatical  Egyptian 
Figures,  of  which  it  wouM  neither  be 
ealy  nor  of  conTcquencc  to  difeover  the 
meaning.  There  is  one  circumdance, 
how’cver,  which  is  decifivc  of  the  objeft 
of  the  publication.  The  face  of  the 
animal  rel’emhles  that  of  the  prints 
which  are  publicly  known  in  this  coun¬ 
try  to  l>c  intended  as  likenefl'es  of  Bona¬ 
parte.  Having  never  feen  the  Firlf 
Ccnful,  I  cannot  pontively  affirm  that 
it  is  a  fac  fimile  of  his  countenance  ; 
but,  as  it  hears  a  ftriking  refemblance 
to  the  prints  that  are  faid  to  be  like 
him,  this  c ircumltance,  coupled  with 
the  nrat^r  of  publication,  can  leave 
little  room  to  doubt,  that  its  obje<l:t 
was  to  defame,  and  render  him  vile 
in  the  eyes  of  the  world  in  genera). 
Two  numbers,  the  firlt  and  third  of 
the  *•  Ambiyu''  arc  fubjeffs  of  pro¬ 
fecution.  I  fhall  dire61  your  attention 
fird  to  the  matter  of  the  third.  'Fhe 
title  o.*  it  is,  an  Harangue  of  Lepidiis 
againd  Sylla,  originally  Latin,  but 
trandated  and  altered  fo  as  to  render 
it  .applicable,  in  all  the  circumdances, 
to  Bonaparte.  It  begins  with  lb.ting, 
that,  from  the  mild  charafler  of  Ms 
countrymen,  the  writer  wotild  find 
much  difficulty  ;  that  he  was  fearful 
they  would  he  more  incllucd  to  obey 
the  fentlrnent  that  reconciled  them  to 
trancjuillity,  than  that  which  would 
lead  them  to  revenge.  Here  the 
learned  Attorney Hated,  that  as  he  had, 
to  lave  himfelt  the  pain  of  going 
through  the  whole  libel,  procured  .1 
learned  Friend  to  read  it  through,  he 
would  not  follow  him,  but  obferve 
upon  the  material  parts  as  he  p'’o- 
ceeded.  This  libel  aflerts,  that  they 
Irad  in  vain  maintained  a  glorious  con- 
telt  againd  Auftrlr,  Kudia,  and  the 
Powers  of  Euronc,  if  their  liberties 
were'  to  be  lacrificed  to  the  Corfican. 

It 
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It' goes  on— and  now  the  tyger  dares 
to  call  himfcH  the  founder  and  regene¬ 
rator  of  France,  pollcfTing  himfelf  of 
the  friiit'of  their  labours,  as  of  a  ipoil 
taken  iti  war.  There  have  been  lilU  of 
lofcription,  baniflinicnt  without  trial, 
y  which,  even  children  unborn  are 
opprefled.  It  excites  them  to  rile,  to 
march,  to  regain  their  liberty,  and  leek 
revenge.  Bonaparte  lias  no  longer  any 
object  of  ainbirion,  but  fccurity.  His 
Mamelukes,  liaving  no  toiuaCf  witli 
the  army,  nor  Ipeakijig  the  language  of 
France,  are  ready  to  ait  as  mutes,  cut¬ 
throats,  and  hangmen.  Every  thing— 
juitice,  tile  law,  the  linances,  is  in  the 
poUelfion  of  tlic  Defjmt.  It  then  calls 
upon  them  to  avenge  their  wrongs  or 
perilh  with  glory.”  iVfter  having  rea<l 
tlielc  palfages,  the  learned  Attorney 
called  the  attention  <jf  the  Jury  to  the 
two  libels  contained  iti  the  firlt  num¬ 
ber  of  the  Amiigu.'"  The  libellous 
matter  was  there  ciintained  in  an  Ode, 
or  Poetical  Comjiolition.  It  lets  out 
with  reprerentlrig  all  nature  agitated 
by  a  dreadful  tempeft,  ant!  the  elements 
thcnilclves  confoinultd.  It  then  avows 
an  expec:lation,  that  tlie  Heavens  were 
at  length  determined  to  avenge  the 
ambitious  attempt  of  a  foldier.  Having 
made  the  exclamation,  “O  too  vain 
hope  of  vengeance!”  it  reprelcnts  the 
Heavens  as  blind  or  cruel,  declai  ing, 
that  “  whatever  ravages  the  thunder 
may  commit,  it  always  (pares  tyrants  j 
which  remark  it  lllultrates,  by  the  de- 
llruitionof  the  merchant  s'  velfcls,  while 
the  Corfican's  bark,  bearing  the  for¬ 
tune  and  dcligns  of  Cxlar,  elcapes.” 
This  appcMi'rd  an  evident  allufion  to 
the  RoniJ^n  Republic,  in  which  Csefar 
liad  f')uiul  Pompey,  Cato,  and  the 
Seriate,  againll  him.  'I'lie  libel  then 
proceeils;  “But  oh!  eternal  difgrace, 
after  the  viftory  of  Pharlalia  there  Itiil 
remained  a  poniard  among  the  lalf  of 
the  Romans!”  In  this  bombaltic  rhap- 
fody  the  learned  Gentleman  contended, 
that  no  other  view  could  be  difeovered 
than  that  of  holding  out  an  example  of' 
aflaflTi nation.  The  fecond  part  contains 
the  wilh  or  prayer  of  a  good  Patriot. 
This  wiih  deferibes  the  fortune  ol 
Bonaparte,  from  his  leaving' Corfica, 
follows  him  Hying  from  victory  to  vic¬ 
tory  in  Italy,  in  Egypt,  then  back  to 
France,  where  he  overthrows  the  five 
Tyrants,  is  chofen  Conlul,  makes  and 
unmakes  Kings,  dictates  peace,  and 
has  crowned  heads  at  his  feet.  Far 
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from  envying  his  lot,  it  wilhes  him 
a  fuccelVor,  and  that  he  may  have  bis 
Apotheoiis  to-morrow.  This  is  an 
allufion  to  the  fate  of  Romulus,  who 
was  alfailinated,  and  afterwards  dei¬ 
fied,  to  extinguiih  the  infamy  of  his 
murderers.  Upon  what  principle, 

I  will  alk,  faid  the  Attorney-General, 
arc  thole  examples  of  affairmation  re¬ 
called,  if  not  for  the  purpole  of  ex¬ 
citing  the  lUlijetifs  of  tliat  Chief  Ma- 
gidrate  to  rebellion  and  ailanination  f 
Let  me  not  be  told  that  I  am  an  enemy 
to  the  EngliOi  preis,  when  I  profecutc 
the  abule  of  it ;  a  iicentioulncls  that 
w'ouM  bring  it  into  dilcredit,  infamy, 
and  difgrace.  I  will  put  to  your  breads,  • 
whether  luch  a  publication  would  con- 
Ititute  a  crime  in  this  country;  a  pub¬ 
lication  fo  bale,  lb  dilgi aceful,  that 
even  in  a  time  of  war  I  IKould  not 
helitate  to  pronounce  it  iinjuHifiabie. 
We  were  then,  and  are  happily  now, 
at  peace ;  and  the  conduct  that  a  Hate 
of  w'ar  cannot  laiu'dion,  muft  be  cri¬ 
minal,  in  a  iiigh  degree,  in  peace.  Let 
me  not  be  told  of  charatfer.  The  Firlt 
Magidratc  of  a  great  nation,  no  matter 
whether  delcended  from  a  long  line  of 
royal  anceltois,or  lately  raifed  from  the 
abyls  of  obfeurity,  is  entitled  to  refpeef , 
and  Ihould  be  treated  with  decoium. 
We  may  be  told, Gentlemen,  of  abulive 
articles  in  the  Moniteur :  1  am  not  here 
to  vindicate  the  condu(5V  or  the  pub¬ 
lications  of  the  French  (Tovernment, 
or  its  Journalills.  If  there  be  any 
feelings  in  another  country  tjiat  can 
reconcile  lucii  vile  calumnies,  fet  them 
have  the  benefit,  but  let  us  not  have 
the  dilgracc.” 

The  evidence  was  then  called  in  flip- 
port  of  the  profecution  ;  which  con¬ 
fided  merely  of  proving  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  two  papers,^ at  the  delire, 
and  by  the  rcquelt,  of  the  defendant 
Mr.  Peltier,  by  Mr.  De  Boffc,  againit 
whom  an  information  was  alfo  filed ; 
hut  he  fulfered  judgment  to  pal's  by 
default. 

An  Interpreter  read  the  whole  of 
the  original,  and  then  verified  aa  £ng- 
iilli  tranllation ;  and  alfo,  at  the  requelfc 
of  the  defendant's  Counfel,  read  a 
number  of  extra^fs  out  of  the  “  Am^ 
bigUf"  that  were  not  included  in  the 
information  ;  which  they  faid  was  ne- 
ceflary,  in  order  to  give  to  the  Jury  the 
whole  context  of  the  publication. 

All  the  readings,  both  French  and* 
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EngliO,  bfing  concluded,  the  cafe  for 
the  prolcciition  doled. 

Mr.  Mackintolh  then  rofe,  and  ad- 
diclfcd  the  Jury,  on  the  part  of  the 
defendant,  for  nearly  three  hours  j  hut 
the  lubltancc  of  his  Iptech  was  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

“  My  Lord,  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
Jury,  the  time  Is  now  come  for  me  to 
addiefs  you  ;  but  I  mult  confels  I  ftcl 
niyfclf  unworthy  of  tliofe  high  tulo- 
j'iums  which  the  kindnefs  of  my  learn- 
ed  Friend  has  been  plcaled  to  bcltow 
upon  me  ;  but  he  has  done  me  but 
jultice,  when  he  ruppofed  that  I  would 
not  proltitute  whatever  fmall  talents 
1  may  pollcfs,  io  far  as  to  lend  my  lei  f 
out  to  an  Iwcr  the  ends  of  a  fad  ion,  oi  to 
defend  iny  diint  on  any  p  inciplcs 
that  are  inconfiltcnt  with  the  honour 
of  the  profcllion  to  which  1  b'.long: 
1  do  not  mean  to  juftify  him  fiom  the 
example  of  the  Mcnitrur^  or  any  other 
foreign  Jourr.al  ;  I  do  not  mean  to 
contend.  Hut  an  indefinite  liberty  is  to 
be  allowed  even  with  refpect  to  polili- 
lal  difcuirion,  much  his  would  I  pre¬ 
tend  to  jultify  any  exprclfions  width 
could  be  fairly  conllrued  as  lending  to 
lo^okr  r/I^//{nntipn.  In  profclling  tliis, 
cannot  claim  t)»e  lead  merit  to  my- 
fclf;  my  feelings  are  the  lame  with 
thole  ol  all  who  hear  me  j  and  I  be¬ 
lieve  there  is  no  one  who  wears  the 
gown  of  our  profcllion  that  w'ould  Io 
dilgrace  it  as  to  defend  the  principle 
of  anv  libel  provoking  to  airallination. 
If  t heir  arc  any  libels  in  foreign  Jour¬ 
nals  wMth  more  than  others  call  forth 
the  indignation  of  every  ih  itilh  reader, 
it  is  iluife  libels  which  tlo  not  hefitate 
to  charge  the  Hrltith  Nation  with  feel¬ 
ings  that  cannot  enter  into  ;i  Britilh 
hofoir.  Such  a  libel,  for  inllante,  as 
in  a  vc'V  recent  Moeiiiur  charged  a 
ditliuguiihcd  Britlfh  O.Ticer  (General 
SuKU  l)  with  provoking  to  anairmation, 
bach  libels  as  have  been  thrown  out 
agaiiilt  our  gracious  Soveieigit,  a 
rrince  who,  through  a  long  and  tu¬ 
multuous  reign  of  forty-tiucc  years, 
has  ever  prelcrvcd  a  blamelefs  and  ami¬ 
able  career  of  private  life  j  when 
Hgaintl  a  Pririce  to  relpeited  and  Io 
btlove*!,  we  readdn  the  that 

if  tlic  airallination  of  Bonaparte  had 
.tak-n  place  in  France,  the  alfallin 
would  have  been  rewarded  with  the 
r‘r*/»r  o/fbf  Cortfr^  whut  Britilh  bofom 
does  not  feel  indignant,  at  lb  foul  .a 
caluotny.  fo  .itrociuiu  a  libel  >  Whit ! 
cza  tkat  lHullrious  Oruer,  indituted 


by  otir  fird  F^dwards,  in  tbedaysoftbe 
battles  of  CrelTy  and  Poitiers,  be  pol¬ 
luted  by  an  alfuciarion  w  Itli  murderers  f 
SluH  that  unfullied  Garter,  whu  h  has 
been  hitherto  the  proud  didin^tion  of 
what  is  mod  noble  and  mod  valued  in 
our  nation,  ferve  to  adorn  the  pcrion 
of  an  adadin  ?  And  is  it  our  amiable 
and  viituous  Sovereign  that  is  to  give 
the  Ribbon  of  this  Order  to  a  cut¬ 
throat  and  an  ad.tdin,  and  affix  the  itar 
of  lunour  cm  the  bread  of  infuny? 
W’eie  I  to  purlue  thcle  oblervatioiij, 
it  iniglit  lead  our  minds  fomtwhat  from 
that  even  temper  in  wliich  we  fhould 
weigh  the  defence  againd  the  accula- 
tion  j  1  diall  therefore  proceed  iliretfly, 
and  as  (liorily  as  the  nature  of  the  cale 
will  allow  me,  to  date  for  my  elient 
that  defence  which  feems  to  grow  out 
of  the  ciicumdances  of  the  cafe.  The 
real  profccuror  in  this  cale  is  theMalier 
of  the  grealed  Fmtpire  the  world  ever 
law.  W'^e  cannot  believe  but  it  wai 
from  his  fuggellions  that  this  profecu- 
tion  originated.  I'he  defendant,  John 
Peltier,  is  a  poor,  proferihed  exile,  a 
French  Koyalid,  one  of  tliofe  unfortu¬ 
nate  men  who  have  furvived  tlie  ll.ip- 
wreck  of  tlieir  fortunes  and  of  tlicir 
Country,  but  who  dill  cannot  be  per- 
fuaded  to  give  up  all  principles  which 
they  had  learned  in  early  life.  It  is 
true,  lliat  many  of  thefe  unfortunate 
emigrants  have  been  allowed  to  return 
to  their  native  land,  on  the  condition 
of  paying  oji  implicit  allegiance  to  the 
F'Ird  Conlul#  'I'heie  itill  leniain  a 
handful,  wiiich,  whether  rightly  or 
fooiilhly,  cannot  bring  iheinlelves  to 
pay  this  allegiance  that  their  hearts 
difclaim.  Among  tliis  number  is  John 
Peltier.  He  luul  cultivated  Hterature 
much  in  his  youth,  and  in  liis  exile  ; 
after  the  lofs  of  his  fortune  he  made  it 
his  profellion,  and  his  means  of  liveli¬ 
hood.  He  had  fet  up  a  little  ohlcurc 
Journal  in  I.ondon,  which  ferved  to 
Iblacc  the  rpiferics  of  his  fellow'-cxiles, 
liy  affording  a  variety  of  mifcellaneous 
reading,  and,  among  other  things, 
political  mllcdlanics,  wiiich  were  pe¬ 
culiarly  interclling  to  that  ill-fared 
dais  j  htit  in  this  avocation  he  had 
the  misfortune  to  otfciul  the  Maltcr 
of  the  Continent  of  Fluropc,  and  he  is 
now  under  prolecution.  Gentlemen 
of  the  Jury,  he  ilaruls  now’  on  the  only 
Ipot  in  this  earth  where,  by  the  jultice 
of  our  laws,  he  can  be  on  an  equality 
with  his  powerful  prolocutor  ;  he  lees 
th.at  fight  which  is  ihc  inoft  plcafing  to 
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iccufcd  innocence,  the  honeft:  comite- 
nunce  of  u  Britifh  Jijy.  Here  then, 
in  this  only  a(\lum  wiiich  remains  for 
pci  lcciited  innocence,  I  do  not  fear  to 
defend  hliiij  and  it  1  tan  liicceed  in 
fonvlncini^  you  tii.it  the  publications 
were  not  written  in  the  Ipinr  in  which 
they  li.ivc  been  alledged  to  have  been 
written,  and  tlait  they  iiave  not  that 
tendency,  I  a:n  convinced  you  will, 
without  coniidering  the  lank  or  power 
of  the  prolccutor,  hnd  my  client  not 
guilty.  I  iliall  now,  Gentiemen,  lub. 
init  to  your  attention  ibme  oblcrva- 
lions  on  the  publications  in  qiieition, 
which  I  rruit  will  induce  you  to  conii- 
rlcrclicm  in  a  light  very  ddleient  from 
what  they  might  appear  to  you  without 
the  context.  As  to  the  rrojjf'tJus,  1 
think  the  )a‘t  pari  of  it,  which  liaa  been 
read  as  explaining  the  intentions  or  the 
author,' is  by  no  means  lo  lull  and  ex¬ 
plicit  as  in  the  beginning  of  the 
h'ofpeSlusy  which  declaies  the  object 
ot  tliis  new  work  lo  be  merely  a  col¬ 
lection  of  inileelianies  of  every  Ibrt  ; 
and  the  work  itlelf  leeins  to  confirm 
the  Itaternent  of  this  Profpedits  ;  for, 
excepting  rhofe  three  political  pieces 
which  are  the  fubjeCt  of  this  prolecu- 
tioii,  all  the  rcit  of  the  work  was  purely 
milcellaneous.  And  as  to  thele  works 
theiufelves,  I  mean  to  jultify  them  on 
this  principle,  tliat  they  were  not  tlie 
compolitions  of  l*ellier,  but  merely  the 
rcpublications  of  wnat  liad  ciiculation 
before,  aiul  of  wliich  he  only  made  a 
ieiection  for  his  1  eiders.  1  am  con¬ 
vinced  lint  the  Attorney-Cieneral  will 
(ee  and  contcis  the  wule  ditfeiencc 
there  is  between  an  original  publica¬ 
tion  and  a  lepublication  of  what  was 
before,  in  circulation.  For  inltancc, 
the  Englil!)  paper  s  lopsevl  the  grollclt 
libels  from  me  French  papers  j  but 
they  were  never  prolccuted  on  that 
account,  becaule  there  was  no  libellous 
intention  in  thole  wlio  repiibiiihtd 
them  ;  blit  rather,  on  the  contiary, 
it  was  their  wilh,  by  expoling  the  mi- 
ligniiy  ot  our  then  enemy,  to  unite  the 
people  of  tills  country  the  cloler,  to 
relilt  any  foreign  aggreifion  :  if,  ihere- 
tort,  he  could  prove  ih.U  tiiis  was  merely 
a  republication,  it  would  come  wiiliin 
that  principle.  To  prove  this  there 
was  pretty  itrong  internal  evidence. 
Peltier  was  known  to  be  a  Koyalilt. 
VVtfe  thole  pieces  of  a  Koyalilt  ltamp.> 
Nothing  like  it.  As  to  the  Ode  which 
was  introduced  in  his  Journal  as  the 
reputed  work,  of  Cbciiicr,  ii.id  it  not 


every  appearance  of  his  Jacobin  p-n } 
Was  there  a  fentiment  of  a  Koyalilt 
from  tlie  beginning  to  the  end  of  it? 
As  to  the  feconJeopy  of  varies,  which 
were  infertrd  as  coming  from  the  p^ii 
ot  a  Dutcimian,  wh  it  was  more  likely 
than  that  a  Diitcliman  Hiould  feel  in¬ 
dignant  at  the  opp’^cllion  ot  his  coun¬ 
try,  and  write  verl'es  i.guinll  him  w  lioni 
lie  conluleicvl  as  the  principal  caule  of 
it  As  to  tlie  conitruction  on  the  word 
ijpothtcjls^ht  tiuuight  it  was  overltrained 
when  luppoled  to  imply  allaliination  j 
tor  i^  w'as  well  known,  that  though  the 
apathe'ifis  of  Romulus  might  have  taken 
place  after  his  death,  yet  that  Aiigultiis, 
i'ibei  ins,  and  even  Nero  and  Caligula, 
were  worlhipped  as  gods  during  their 
lives.  On  this  iubjcet  he  could  remind 
tliem  of  the  icmaikable  palkige— 

JV.rfens  divus  Cjelai  habebitur 

AdjujiCtls  iiritannis  imperio. 

He  t lulled,  however,  that  no  modern 
C«(ar  would  ever  elevate  liiinlelf  to 
ill  vine  honours  by  adding  Britain  to 
bis  empire.  The  labours  of  Hercules 
wouhl  be  light  compared  tofuch  a  talk. 
As  to  the  long  paper  given  as  the  ha¬ 
rangue  of  Lcpidus  to  the  Romans,  he  ^ 
<lid  not  lee  that  it  was,  in  itlelf,  16 
criminal  as  it  had  been  rcprclcnted. 
It  is  not  every  one  who  talks  of  Hru- 
lus  with  applanl'e,  that  is,  on  that: 
account,  to  be  luppoled  to  provoke 
ali.iiiination.  But  lie  mult  recai  to 
the  Jury  tlie  manner  in  which  this 
article  was  inlerted  in  Peltier’s  Jour¬ 
nal  ;  ir  was  dated  as  the  paper  upon 
which  CumiBe  Jour  Jan  (one  of  the  iimjt 
enlightened  and  belt  men  in  Kuropc) 
was  arreltcJ.  'Fliis  paper,  it  was  men¬ 
tioned,  was  llirown  by  one  of  Fouche’s 
Ipics  among  Ca milk's  papers,  in  order 
fora  pretext  to  throw  linn  into  pril()ii. 
Is  that  improbable?  Gentlemen  of  the 
Jury,  we  are  not  now  trying  the  cha- 
laiter  of  Fouche  j  but  if  wc  wcic,  J 
mould  llicw  you  that  it  was  not  impro¬ 
bable  that  he  ihould  ib  aCf.  1  liavc  in 
niy  hand  letters  of  Citizen  Fouchc; 
one  of  them  is  Iroin  Lyons,  in  which 
he  laments  that  liie  deltru^fioa  of 
tiiat  city  went  on  lo  llowiy.  lie  laid, 

“  Rings  punilhed  llowiy,  becaule  they 
were  feeble;  but  the  anger  of  Republi¬ 
cans  Ihould  be  as  p.  ompt  as  their  will ; 
they  ihuutd  amtihilau  their  enemies, 
and  never  I'parc  tlic  tears  of  repent¬ 
ance.”  He  concluded  by  mentioning, 

“  that  he  would  fpring  a  mine  which 
iliould  ai  once  dcltioy  .that  guilty 
F  f  »  city 
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f  ify  :**  an(1  yet  this  mnn  Ikk! 
the  cti'rontcry  to  lay  to  the  Etighlh  the 
charge  ot  having  dcltroycd  L)oii3.  Is 
it  then  improbable  that  luch  a  perfon 
*  as  houchc  (hoiihl  have  praClilal  this 
iiitainoiis  trick,  aiul  got  Inch  a  paper 
as  this  nipt  among  the  papers  ot  Ca¬ 
mille  Joiirdan,  for  t!ie  put  pole  of 
having  iiiiu  arrcftcil  and  thrown  into 
prifon  ?  As  to  the  internal  evidence, 
^fentleincit  of  the  Jury,  I  have  already 
told  you,  that  there  is  not  a  line  in  all 
thclc  publications  winch  contains  a 
Koyalilt  Icntimcnt  ;  but,  on  the  con- 
liary,  they  are  fmioiilly  Jacoi)inical. 
i>()csany  body  liilpc^f  Peltier  ol  being 
a  Jacobin  ?  Oitalnlynot.  Whenever 
anger  is  exprcllcd  intluMc  pieces  againd 
Eonapaite,  it  is  for  overturning  the 
J)irc<^torv.  Is  that  like  the  rage  of  a 
Koyalilt  ora  Jacobin  ?  An<l  is  ii  nor, 
il.cn,  more  likclv  that  thcle  ai  tides 
were  reallv  the  protludi  »ms  of  tbo^e 
thevare  .iiiri!)ut((i  to,CdK  nic*’ ,  I'onche, 
^*e.?  In  that  caie,  P-ltier  is  nor  to  be 
conlideied  as  the  author,  but  as  a  pei  - 
Ion  who,  with  in nv  cent  motives,  rc- 
printcti  tlicm  in  a  inili*  Ibncous  work, 
lor  the  ainulcmtnt  of  the  Im.ill  circle 
of  his  readers.  'I  he  circuiativ)!)  of 
the  '*  could  not  be  inteinled  to 

be  among  Kngliihincn,  as  it  is  written 
in  hiencli  ;  nor  in  France,  for  liona- 
naite  knows  elfcaihn.lly  how  to  prohi- 
oit  the  entry  of  inch  articles  into  his 
dominions.  Having  now  c  mlcavoured 
top.rovc  to  vou,that  it  is  not  probable 
tint  Peltier  was  the  author  or  origi¬ 
nal  publliher  of  tliole  works,  or  tlnit 
he  at  all  wiflu  d  to  inculcate  the  Jacobin 
I'linciples  they  contain,  I  mint  warn 
you  of  the  immenfe  Importance  of  the 
tiec  difeuliion  of  politic.nl  events.  If 
at  all  liruts  the  libeitv  i»f  tlie  pieis  w.is 
«iear  to  Ejiglllhrucn,  it  Ihoiild  be  nane 
peculiarly  dear  now  tiiat  It  is  the  only 
tier  prcls  In  the  world,  (jentlemen, 
I  conlider  this  as  tlic  lird  contcll  be¬ 
tween  the  gre.atelt  Power  on  earth  aiul 
the  Ibitifh  free  piels  ;  the  only  one 
now  irnuining.  That  it  is  fo  i.s  a 
melancholy  ietle«^ion  to  tlu'  friend >  of 
human  n.iti  ie.  Till  that  great  cartli- 
Cjuake,  occaliontd  by  the  1  renth  revo¬ 
lution,  h.ul  (wallowed  up  the  pull'cs 
the  Coutinnit,  there  b.ad,  by  the 
indulgence  ot  the  larger  Powers, exilic  d 
in.any  St.ntes  in  uhicli  a  free  prefs  hul 
been  tolei.atcd.  'I’his  was  the  cafe  in 
Holland',  itzci land,  ami  the  free 
towns  ot  Germany.  Moll.md  ami  Swir- 
zcriiiid  aie  noutorc,  and  fitly  uf  the 


Germanic  free  Scutes  have  been  era.^cd 
tioin  the  map  by  a  tl.ilh  c»f  the  pen. 
Tliele  States  I  confnlcr  as  a  veiv  in. 
rereitlng  pan  of  the  ancient  lyibm. 
Great  nations  cannot  exld  witliout 
conliderlng  their  military  lylltm,  hut 
ftnall  States  are  obligetl  to  devote*  liu. in- 
lllvc’s  to  ludiillrv  and  tb.e  artsuf  pc  icc;

'Flu*  undilt ui  bed 
lepolc  which  the  States  I  have  relti.'».l 
to  were  fiilr'ercd  to  eniov,  enabled  thriu 
to  become  models  attclllng  the  civili- 
zation  to  w  hicli  Ghi  idi.m  Europe  liad 
ic  It  lied.  Nt>iiiing  (b  mucli  provcul  ilie 
{ i vilizatlcn  of  the  C'ontinent  .it  t!»c  jie- 
ni)d  I  retci  to,  as  the  freedom  cnjtAcd 
by  the  little  Rejmblit:  ot  Cb  noa.  it  w.ia 
ji'U'end  to  rem.nn  iimbdurbetl  and  nn- 
t'ueatened,  while  furroumlcil  by  my- 
ri  Ills  of  tlic  armies  of  Fi. nice.  All  tins 
is  now  palt  and  gone.  What  the  lu  w 
fydem  is  to  be  u  n(»f  for  ine  to  cind'C- 
ture;  but  I  :im  pcrlectly  conviiu  t  tl  thil 
t'.ie  arbitrary  violence  tn  .unbilions  mo- 
narrhs  has  been  ch.ee ked  by  tlic  dn<  id 
of  the  opinion  of  the  impartial  aiul ic  nee 
formed  among  the  fmaller  St.ites  ‘ind 
in  which  no  fooiier  were  any  aCb  «>f 
oppreiiion  known  than  a  ihouland 
prelfes  were  fet  to  work  to  commu¬ 
nicate  tliem  to  iltc  world.  /\t  piefcnr 
there  is  not  liicii  a  thing  nc  n  bcc  pitls 
from  Paleriiu)  to  Hamburgh:  notone 
aiyluni  lor  the  liberty  of  difculfion  rc- 
niams  —  no  public  voice,  the  exprediuu 
of  which  can  controul  the  delpofic 
attempts  of  arbitrary  tyrants.  11 
however,  thofe  prelVcs  arc  dill  feenre 
which  are  protected  by  the  .Hrilllh  Cto- 
vernnu*nt,and  by  the  valotir  of  Fmgiifh- 
men.  '1  he  ancient  fabric,  railed  by  our 
ancedors,  itiil  endures;  thoug!'.  ru:- 
ri>nndcd  with  ruins,  it  d.imls  luli  l  and 
unibaken.  C^enilemcn  ot  ih.e  Juiy,  to 
fhew  you  of  what  importance  our  an- 
celtors  always  held  this  privilege,  I 
fhall  tiace  a  little  the  oripin  ot  it. 
filiern  EH/.ahetlt  w’as  tlu*  hid  who 
cu.iblitbcd  a  newTpaper  in  Ivigkiml  ; 
flic  did  fo  at  the  tiir.e  of  the  bpanilh 
Armada,  when  it  was  necdiary  to  pre- 
Icfve  high  ihr  tone  and  Ipirit  ot  the 
people.  In  Cromvveli's  lli'iirpation, 
the  freetlorn  of  tlic  prefs  was  protected 
by  Rritidi  Juries,  ami  (,'romwcir> 
Attornev-Cjcneral  was  twice  defeated 
iti  this  Court.  In  Charles  tl.e  Sec  end's 
days,  though  the  time*  weic  coriunt 

and 
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anil  profligate,  yet  the  prefs  was  rafej 
and  in  the  days  ot  the  Kcvoluilon,  aiul 
ever  linte,  it  has  been  held  one  of  the 
dearefl  privileges  of  Knglilhmen.  Jii 
latter  times  we  can  Iptak  more  poli- 
tively,  from  our  own  cxpciience,  on 
this  very  point.  In  tliat  firlt  grand 
breath  of  the  fociai  lyllein  of  Kurope, 
tlut  national  rol>btry,  tallni  the  tirlt 
partition  ot  Roland,  did  not  tlic  Knglllii 
papers  vent  the  llrongeU  teeungs  of 
indignation  ?  CJatheiine  and.  I'redei  ii: 
were  not  treated  according  to  tluir 
rank,  but  acconling  to  the  crime  in 
wliich  they  haii  p.utaken.  We  we-ie 
tl:cn  at  peace  and  amity  with  Kiiliii 
and  Pniliiaj  and  yet  the  Ailorncy- 
(ieneral  of  the  day  never  thought  of 
jirofecuting  tr.e  Editors  and  i'ublilhers 
of  t hole  papci s.  In  the  fecoad  partition 
of  J’oland,  too,  the  Jirltlili  prels  ex- 
preUctl  the  honelt  indignation  of  the 
tountiy;  and  it  is  well,  not  only  tor 
this  country,  but  tor  the  locial  order  of 
Jhirope  in  gener.il,  that  it  ihoultl  be  lo, 
Jiowtvcr  loi  laidable  a  Siivcreign's  inili- 
lary  elhibliihiaent  inav  be  ;  i.owevcr 
pleat  Ids  power  and  extenliie  his  Iway  j 
ibil  the  feelings  of  hitman  nature  com¬ 
pel  him  to  with  tor  the  approbation  of 
i.ia  ft llow-men,  anil  biing  him  to  the 
bar  of  the  tribunal  of  public  opinion. 
Xewfpapers,  1  am  aware,  aic  not  very 
popular  in  this  place  j  nor  is  it  very 
Jnrpriring,  btcaule  they  a])pcar  in  this 
place  only  to  be  checked  tor  their 
t.ailts.  With  all  t  heir  faults,  hovvevei', 
their  incitafed  ciiculaiion  is  a  proof 
of  the  increaiing  turiollry  and  delire  of 
know’lt dge  in  this  country,  of  which 
thev  are  at  once  the  caule  and  clfciit. 
I'erhnps  it  woulvl  be  liciter  to  treat 
thole  engaged  in  this  dithcult  eruploy- 
inent  with  a  little  more  oolulgence,  in 
c-rder  to  leacii  them  that  ielf-rcljicvlt 
width  is  the  beat  way  to  lead  mc*n 
to  cnitiv.tte  that  of  others.  He  this 
as  it  may,  however,  every  thing  that 
iricn  lies  the  number  ot  tho.^e  w  ho  tal:e 
an  inleiel:,:ind  cxercife  a  judgment,  i  t 
public  atfairs,  i.,  in  eli’e»!:t,  to  increa.e 
th.e  real  ilcnivici ;icy  of  .1  country,  much 
more  than  thole  lorms  to  which  Ibme 
people  are  lo  imtcli  attached.  It  it  be 
impoitant  that  tlie  public  mind  Ihoiild 
be  I’ortlficd  againlt  the  defign  of  toreign 
power,  it  is  tit  th.at  the  dilcullion 
molt  ealcuiatfd  to  diireminate  a  public 
Ipirit  Ihould  be  encour.igcd.  Upon 
every  ctcalion  in  whicii  tiie  public 
opinion  of  this  country  could  be  dif- 
piaytd  rclpeCiiiig  foreign  alfairs,  it 


bas  been  uniformly  given,  and  nft 
attempt  bas  been  made  to  reprels  it. 
From  tlic  Ici'/.mc  ot  Cori.ca  tlown  ti> 
the  difterent  partitions  of  l^olaiul,  tbr 
public  Icntiment  ot  i.ngiand  h.is  molt 
tlrongly  been  cxpreilcd  againlt  lucM 
iinwarraiuablc  robbciics.  Next  foi- 
hiw'cd  an  event,  in  lompailfon  I'f  which 
the  arrocitv  ot  prcc<viing  l|)oli.iti«)ns 
becinne  ti  iviai.  .''wlt/.ci  land,  a  loun- 
try  tor  liirec  hinuireil  veai  s  the  aluido. 
ot  peace;  acoimtiy,  a.s  it  were,  tailed 
above  tlie  Itoims  ot  political  events; 
coiiiurv  l)*)altiiig  of  I'.tilant  and  dil- 
cij'linetl  army,  w  ithoiit  cv  er  alt.*cklng 
its  neighbonis,  rich  witliuiit  impoling 
taxes,  till  its  ricius  tempt  the  Ipoilci, 
and  become  a  c  iule  of  its  rmn.  Swit¬ 
zerland  is  dooniLil  to  mil  iiiultr  the 
impoling  ravagi'S  ot  the  I*'rench  revolu¬ 
tion.  Had  Inch  an  evi.  nt  taken  place  i:i 
times  of  peace,  wouKl  it  liave  been 
neceJiary  tor  the  pnlilic  ot  this  coiin- 
tiy  to  itillc*  the  voice  ot  lympathv  aiul 
lorrow',  lor  te.ir  ot  giving  <-tferue  to 
the  riithlefs  tyi  ants  ?  ii  nl  Alois  KeC.ing, 
a  name  worthy  to  compare  vv»:h  the 
ilrll  of  names,  tor  tuu  fnnplicitv  ct 
virtue  ami  iitiaift Acd  magnanimity  of 
characler;  liad  Alois  ihaling,  who, 
vvlin  a  handful  of  pealants,  lieicated 
t h<‘ com|ue:\)rs  ot  Knrope  on  the  loll 
waere,  lime  hundred  ycar.s  bcf*»rt., 
tiieir  ancestors  fdiight  tlie  oppielfois 
C)t  their  libei  ty,  loiight  an  alyliim  in 
Lngl  uul,  atri acred  by  the  icnovvn  or 
tni.  mighty  Fanjiire  ;  wcul  I  my  leai  in  d 
J'ricnd  iiavc  tohi  liim,  lint  he  mnit 
conceal  his  icais,  and  bre.tliie  low  bis 
ligh-.,  lor  the  ruin  of  Ins  country*

Jerved,  that  his  lliphrrls  had  p.<lTed  a 
fiilb  paiic'f  his  life  in  emhai innii  r nt  and 
obicntitv  His  pioiKihtioii  wa<>,  **  that 
his  K  val  Hijlioe*'-  fli'-uld  ic  placed, 
fiom  t)  r  5ih  ot  Janiiaiy  1S03,  ^ite 
littiatiun  in  which  hr.  wcnul  nave  hern 
hut  toi  thcprovifion  wni;!i  vv,at  made  for 
the  aiiangciiunt  t  t  his  affaus  in  the  year 
1795,  or  that  he  fhould  leceive  a  grant 
«1  60, euol,. per  annum.  He  did  not  wifh 


fo  infernipt  the  plan  tdopfed  for  liqui¬ 
dating  the  debts,  or  for  preventing  new 
ones.  After  taking  a  view  of  the  great 
charge  in  the  value  of  money  during 
the  laft  eight  years,  in  erder  to  (hew  rhe 
recefTifv  of  his  propafition,  he  moved, 

“  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee,  that  his  Majefty  he  enahlej  to 
grant  »  early  any  Aim  of  morev  out  of  the 
f.'onfolidated  Fund, not  exccedin£6o,oool. 
to  take  place  from  the  5th  cf  January 
1803,  and  to  continue  till  the  5th  of 
Jtily  1806,'  towards  providing  for  the 
better  fupport  and  tligr.ity  of  the  Prince 
of  Wales.*’  He  ohferved,  that  the  re- 
veniirsof  the  Dutchy  of  Cornwall  would 
he  free  during  this  period  to  the  amount 
•  '  I'yoool.  otherwifehe  (houM  have  pre* 
poled  the  vote  for  73  cool,  j  and  fo  a 
qtiel'inn  put  by  Mr,  llarrifon  he  faid, 
that  the  amount  of  the  debt  liquidated  by 
t  avments  up  to  the  5th  of  January 
r8oa,  was  563,895!.  and  that  the  icfidue 
w.Ts  ^  35.754^  including  principal,  intt- 
reft  ami  chaigrs  of  management. 

The  Solicitor-General,  on  the  part  of 
thr  Piinee,  Oafed  his  Royal  Highnefs't 
acknowledgement  for  the  inlerelt  of  the 
King  in  his  wtlfaie,  and  his  readinefs  to 
acqutercc  in  the  determination  of  the 
Houfe.  With  rtlpe^  to  the  Cornwall 
claim,  the  Prince,  in  duty  to  his  parent, 
had  determined  to  forego  it,  rather  than 
profecute  fuch  claim  in  a  hoftile  manner. 

Mr,  Sheridan  made  feme  obfcrvailons 
on  the  iranfatHons  relpt^tirg  the  Corn¬ 
wall  claims,  and  obfervrd,  that  the 
Prince  did  not  ceme  to  the  Hoiifc  to  beg, 
hut  to  rhtain  his  right  }  and  if  he  rtlin- 
qiiifV.ed  the  meafure.  his  inducements 
were  the  gl*  rious  urceiiair.ty  of  thel.aw, 
and  a  wi^  not  tc  add  to  the  burthens  of 
the  people. 

Mr,  Fnx  exprefltd  his  opinion,  that 
his  Hiplincis  ou^ht  to  receive  a  remune¬ 
ration  equal  to  his  Aafion  and  chaia^tci*.

parties  would  be  ready  to  receive  the 
motion  without  oppofition.  In  his  con- 
iliuilicn  of  the  King’s  Mtffage,  it  went 
much  farther  than  the  meafure  grounded 
upon  it :  it  inufl  farther  than  the  mere 
application  of  a  ium  of  money,  as  that 
could  not  bring  the  Prince  nny  nearer  the 
attainment  of  the  objeff  of  his  Majefly’s 
J^lelTagc.

Meflagr,  snd  paid  feme  com;  iiments  to 
iKc  Cl  urcelior  of  the  Exchequer,  who, 
he  conceivedf  in  his  fpecific  propofition, 
ha  1  been  guided  by  that  moderation 
w*hich  always  cbaraflcrifed  him.  ile 
thought  the  motion  of  Mr.  C.  went  to 
tltertain  the  feelings  of  the  Houfe,  and 
wa<  neither  a  cenfurc  on  the  MclTage,  nor 
a  criticifinon  the  Minillcr.  With  rclpc^f 
tn  the  revenues  of  Cornwall,  the  Attor¬ 
ney-General  had  argued  that  tlvey  had 
been  a  fund  tor  the  fuflentation  of  the 
Heir  Apparent:  taking  this  for  granted, 
if.  it  (houkl  appear,  on  balancing  the 
•ccotinm,  that  the  public  was  not  in  debt 
to  the  Prince,  nor  the  Prince  to  the 
public,  then  he  would  he  in  a  fituation 
ditferent  from  that  of  any  of  his  prede- 
teflors,  by  having  arrived  at  the  age 
of  forty  without  having  be^-n  a  burthen 
to  the  people.

7'hc  Charccllcr  of  the  Exchequer  de¬ 
fended  the  precipitancy  with  which  the 
bufincl’s  of  the  Addrels  had  been  hurried 
through  the  Houfe :  he  was  certain  that 
the  Prince  had  no  knowledge  of  the  pre- 
lent  motion,  and  even  doubted  whether  it 
was  conlittent  with  order:  in  flrort,  he 
thought  that  as  much  had  been  done  as 
could  be,  with  propriety;  and  he  would 
refill  every  thing  beyond  it. 

Mr,  Fox  defended  the  motion  againft 
the  remarks  of  the  Chancellor  ot  the 
Exchequer.

FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE, 


The  Monitfur  of  the  13d  February 
contained  an  otheial  View  of  the* 
FtESENT  Situation  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic,  prepared  for  the  Legillaiivc  Body. 
This  important  and  curious  paper  is 
ligned  by  Bonaparte  j  and  its  fubitance 
is  as  follows: 

It  begins  by  complimenting  the  Se¬ 
nate  on  the  incrcallng  indullry  of  the 
Republic,  and  the  union  amongtl  its 
Citizens.  “  The  execution  of  the 
Concordat,  on  the  reJult  of  which  the 
enemies  of  public  order  have  relied 
their  guilty  hopes,  has  been  productive 
of  the  moll  happy  etfeC^s.  The  prin¬ 
ciples  of  an  enlightened  Religion,  the 
voice  of  the  Sover  eign  Pontilf,  and  the 
firmnefs  of  Government, have  triumphed 
over  every  oMIaclej  mutual  lacririces 
have  united  the  Miniflert  of  Religion  ; 
and  the  Galilean  Church  revives  by 
their  unanimity.” 

It  is  Rated,  that  in  all  the  Depart¬ 
ments  w’hich  were  vlfited  by  the  Firlt 
Conful,  he  every  where  rcecived  com¬ 
plete  teitimonies  of  a  return  to  thole 
principles  which  form  the  Itrength  and 
happinels  of  focicty. 

Several  Departments  in  which  parti¬ 
cular  obfervations  on  the  luhjett  of 
religion,  &c.  were  made,  are  fpecitied. 
The  Report  then  takes  a  view  of  the 
dilfeient  Inflitutions  for  Public  In- 
Rru6Iioni  fuch  as  the  Military  School, 
the  National  InItitution,&c. ;  and  fub- 
joins  remarks  on  their  feverai  and  rela¬ 
tive  degrees  of  importance.  The  next 
point  is,  the  incomplete  organization 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  eife^ts  produced 
by  the  Senatus  Conjuitum,  which  gave  the 
People  the  exercile  of  thole  rights  that 
had  been  admitted  by  the  Conllituent 
Adetnbly  :  it  conclu<ies  with  remarking 
— **  That  if  Inllitutions  arc  to  be 
judged  of  by  their  etfetts,  none  ever 
liad  a  more  favourable  i*efult  than 
the  Organic  Senatus  CmfuHum  in  qnef- 
tion;  as  from  that  period  there  only 
remained  to  the  Enemies  of  the  Coun¬ 
try  an  impoteot  hatred.” 


After  fome  remarks  on  thecciHon  of 
Elba  to  h  ranee,  by  which  Ihe  acquired 
a  mild  and  indullrious  people,  two* 
beautiful  ports,  and  a  valuable  mine,  it 
mentions  the  reafons  why  that  lHand 
(honld  not  be  fubjett  to  the  lame  laws 
which  apply  to  the  Continent,  With 
relpeft  to  Piedmont,  it  contains  the  fol¬ 
lowing  palfige  ;  The  abdication  of 
the  Sovereign,  the  wilh  of  the  |)eople, 
and  exiiting  circumRances,  had  placed 
Piedmont  in  the  power  of  France. 
Amidtt  the  nations  with  which  that 
kingdom  was  furrounded,  and  the  dif¬ 
ferent  fentiments  that  prevailed  amongft 
her  inhabitants,  Ihe  could  neither  fup-* 
port  her  own  independence,  nor  the 
expcnces  of  a  Monarchy  ^  hut  united  to 
Fi  ance,  (he  will  enjoy  both  lecurityand 
grandeur,  while  her  laborious  and  en¬ 
lightened  Citizens  will  extend  their 
talents  and  indultry  in  the  midll  of  the 
arts  and  of  peace.”

Ercampments  are  to  be  formed,  at 
ft>on  as  the  militia  are  orgv^Ized,  in  the 
maritime  counties. 

Sir  C.  Bamfyldc  has  made  an  offer  to 
raife  a  icgiinent  of  infantry,  fhould  the 
firuation  of  affairs  require  any  new  levies. 
Srvcral  other  gcntltincn  arc  about  10 
make  fimilar  tenders. 

Several  of  the  Volunttcr  Affoclatlons 
arc  again  affcnibling}  ai;d  we  doubt  not, 
that  ihuuld  occafron  leqnirc  their  fcivice, 
ihifc  patriotic  corps,  which  lately  did 
honour  to  every  part  of  the  empire,  will 
again  Hard  forward  in  its  defence.
